Tidal Wave. 


Following the earthquake, which 
raxed hundreds of adobe houses and 
coat scores of lives, a tidal wave swept 
in from the sea, engulfing the entire 
waterfront and a great section of the 
town Homes and people were car¬ 
ried out with the receding waters and 
many are reported to liave perished. 
The shorks continued during the night 
and the people to-day were panic 
stricken. 

From every railroad station In Mex 
ICO City the Government Is dispatching 
supplies to the cites and towns de¬ 
vastated by earthquake Temporary 
shelter was being arranged through the 
military departments and detachments 
of troops were sent several of the 
stricken towns, where reports Indicated 
that disorders were threatened In the 
Aftermath of yesterday mornings 
earthquake. 

Incoming reports to-day raised the 
estimated death list materially. Five 
towns were completely destroyed and a 
number of others partly wrecked. The 
more widely spread havoc was wrought 
In the States of Nuevo Leon and Guer¬ 
rero. Tho towns of Chllpanclngo. Ohl- 
lapa, Concepcion. Fetlllla and Coatepec 
were nearly obliterated. Fire followed 
In the wake of the earthquake In Chi 
lapa.

SHOT IN BACK BY KEMBEB. OF 
HIS OWN RACE. 


ASSAILANT TELLS MANY DIF¬ 


FERENT STORIES. 


SELF DEFENSE IS HIS PLEA. 


New York, July 31.—Dr. Luk Wing. 
Chines* Vice Consul at New York, a 
graduate of Lehigh and Yale Univer¬ 
sities. and married to an American 
woman, wva* mortally wounded at hi* 
office In a lower Broadway building 
to-day by a man of Ms own race, who 
gives confused report* of himself In 
pidgin English. 

Dr. Wing died to-night In SL Greg¬ 
ory *» Hospital shortly after 6 o'clock 
He had been shot In the hack with a 
revolver, and th* bullet, entering be- 
loyv the shoulder blades, lodged In the 
lower lobe of the left lung. Mrs. Wing, 
who is 111 herself, wa* driven to the 
•hospital In Urn* to be at the bedside. 
Her husband r*cogn)xed her and’smiled 
before the end came, but at no tlffie 
was h* strong enough to make an 
ante-mortem statement 

• Michael McDonald, who for twenty- 
seven years has been special watch¬ 
man at the Chinese Consulate. Identi¬ 
fied th* murderer to-night as Wong 
Bow Cheung, who. he says, was for¬ 
merly a steward on the United States 
battleship Indiana. Th* man himself 
gave name to the polk* As Matuda 
Wonng. and said he lived at 1215 But¬ 
tonwood street. Philadelphia, thotigh 
until recently he had been employed as 
cook ox Galen Hall, an Atlantic City 
hotel. He came t-> N*w York Qnly yei- 
terday. He Is under*!xed and cropped 
haired and wear* American clothes; 

No rational motive for th* murder 
has developed. McDonald Bays h* be 
llevee the man Is crasy*. 

The residuum of fact In th* slayer's 
conflicting statement* Is that he had 
a grievance against th* Vk* Consul be¬ 
cause his applications for aid had 
b*en refused. Although he complained' 
of being In want and having slept last 
night In the municipal, lodging-house, 
the polk* found $14.66 In his clothes. 
He denies that he murdered Dr. Wing, 
and asserts that he fired In self-defense. 
He save he was being forcibly ejected 
from the Consulate when he resisted, 
and th© Vic* Consul drSw a revolver. 
Th*y fought for the weapon, h* declar¬ 
ed. and he got K and fired.

Even after the quake, which extended 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific coast, 
six additional tremors were felt, and 
dispatches to-day said the people were 
In a state of fr«*n*y and wer* moving 
from many or the smaller towns Iti the 
valleys to the mountains.

Som* of them had for 
days predicted the earthquake because 
the snows on the peak of th* volcano 
Popocatepetl ha\> been melting Ac¬ 
cording to an Axtec legend, that means 
doom to the city at It* base.

SLATED FOR VICE PRESIDENT. 


Official notice was given yesterday 
that the Third National Bank, a pros¬ 
perous financial ^institution, will, on 
August 28, at a called meeting of the 
stockholders, increase the capital stock 
of th© bank from $200,000 to $300,000. 
This step was agreed upon at a meet¬ 
ing of the directors Friday. They have 
had the project under consideration 
more than a mouth. Circulars have al¬ 
ready been mailed to the stockholders 
of the bank setting forth the plan in 
detail and notifying them, in accord-* 
ance with th© law. thirty days before 
the date set for consummation. 

The greater part of the new $100,000 
Issue of stock wtH be taken by Albert 
8 . Rice, a prominent banker of CynthL 
ana. Ky. Mr. Rice, it is sold, will pur¬ 
chase more than half of the Issue and 
will be taken into th© bank aa a direc¬ 
tor and active first vice president at a 
meeting Tuesday 

According to information given out 
at the bank yesterday, the proposed in¬ 
crease In the capital stock Is practical¬ 
ly assured It is said that the directors 
have been successful in securing the 
promise of more than two-thirds of tbe 
stockholders that they will vote for the 
Increase of $ 100,000 at the meeting in 
August.

$120 Per Share. 


Acco*d!ng to the circular sent out to 
the stockholders Friday night, the new 
stock will be offered at $120 per share. 
The premium of $20 on each share of 
stock goes to the surplus fund of the 
bank, now amounting to $25,000. The 
whole premium will amount to $ 20,000 
when all the stock hae been sold, which 
will advance the surplus of the bank to 
$45,000. The undivided profits, amount¬ 
ing to about $16,000, will jn no w ise be 
affected by the transaction. 

At the meeting of the stockholders in 
August a plan to fill out the directorate 
by electing two new men will be sub¬ 
mitted. At present the bank has only 
six directors. John J. McHenry. J. D. 
Powers. Robert E. Hughes. A. V, 
Thompson. James P Gregory and W. 
N. Cox. but the election of Mr Rice 
to a place on the board Tuesday to fill 
the chair made vacant by the death of 
the late Arthur O. Langham will make 
the number seven. Vnder the terms 
of the proposed change In the bank, 
however, two more men are to be add¬ 
ed to the board of seven, making nine 
In all. 

The notice to the stockholders says 
that each of the present stockholders 
will be allowed to subscribe for 50 per 
cent, of their present holdings of stock.

National Bank at Cynthlana. He also 
Is a large shareholder In this hank, but 
will sell out bis interest and relinquish 
the presidency when he assumes 
charge of hi* duties at the Third Na¬ 
tional Bank. Three years ago Mr 
Rice was vioe president of the Mer¬ 
chants* National Bank In Cincinnati, 
one of th© largest financial institutions 
In the State of Ohio.

Washington, July 81.—[Special.]— 
Senator Bradley to-day made the fol¬ 
lowing statement; "Under the leaf to¬ 
bacco amendment the farmer or pro¬ 
ducer has perfect freedom to sell his 
leal tobacco in the hand to whom he 
chooses without payment of any tax. 
Retailers will be required to register 
with the Collector of th© district, their 
name or style or plOi'e of residence, trade 
or business, and the place where such 
trade business is to be carried on. This 
can be done simply by a letter to the 
Collector and upon receipt of the an¬ 
swer thereto, and the rules prescribed 
for keeping books, they can proceed to 
sell, and may sell leaf tobacco In the 
band raised In the United States to 
any person in any quantity less than 
a hogshead, except a manufacturer of 
tobacco, snuff or cigars, without the 
payment of any tax. If one falls to 
register he Is subject to a fine of $50. 
j He Is required to keep a book and en- 
. ter therein dally, his purchases of leaf 
tobacco and his sales, where such sales 
amount to two pounds or more, to one 
person in one day. Such record shall 
he kept wrltl/n up to date in such form 
and containing such entries os Bhall 
he prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and such 
books shall be kept open at all times 
for the inspection of any internal rev- 
; enue offloer or agent.

Misleading Argument 


"The argument that there Is no more 
reason why memorandum of sales of 
tobacco should be kept than sales of 
com is utterly misleading. Com It not 
taxed, but tobacco la Manufacturers 
of tobacco, snuff and cigars are taxed, 
and If there were no steps taken by 
which the sales of leaf could be traced, 
such sales would open the door to 
fraud. There Is much cigar tobacco 
raised In the Uniled States, and those 
who manufacture cigars. If no trace of 
the sales of leaf were required, could 
fill their depleted cigar boxes -with 
fresh cigars from time to time and thus 
escape detection and defraud the Gov¬ 
ernment. It is true that no cigar to¬ 
bacco Is raised In Kentucky, but the 
bill could not be made applicable to 
Kentucky alone, but necessarily em¬ 
braced the whole country So far as 
com Is concerned the regulations make 
It Impossible for the distiller to use It 
In making whisky without being de¬ 
tected by reason of the strict rules ap¬ 
plicable to the same."

Mrs. Slvorl commented to her husband: 

"Tony, there must be burglars In the 
house." 

"I was sleeping sr> well that I did 
not comprehend what my wife said.*' 
Mr. Slvorl related to a reporter, "so 
I Just turned over and went off to 
sleep again. When we got up this 
morning we learned that the entire 
second floor had been thoroughly ran¬ 
sacked.

Slayer of Woods Pardoned. 


A full and free pardon was granted 
this afternoon by Gov Willson to John 
Magann, of Central City, who shot and 
killed John Wood and James D. Wood, 
the latter former leader of the or¬ 
ganized miners of Western Kentucky. 
Magann was tried for the klllng of one 
of the Woods and convicted of man¬ 
slaughter, being sentenced to the peni¬ 
tentiary for two years. The Court of 
Appeals granted him a new trial at the 
laet term of that court, and Gov. Will- 
eon save there Is no need to put Ma- 
gmnn to the necessity of undergoing 
another trial. Magann killed James 
Wood In a general fight on the depot 
platform at CentraJ City and Wood's 
brother was also killed in the fight. 
Indictments were returned charging 
Magann with both killings. Consider¬ 
able feeling resulted from the killings, 
and the case attracted much attention 
at the time on account of the promi¬ 
nence in labor circles of James Wood. 
At One time he was practically the boss 
of the miners of Western Kentucky, 
and they did what he wanted them to 
do. 

In grunting the pardon the Governor 

says:

"In the matter of the Application for the 
pardon of John Magann, on two Indict¬ 
ments returned In the Muhlenberg Cir¬ 
cuit Court, one for the willful raurdhr of 
J. E>. Wood and the other for the nfurder 
of John Wood / 

”1 have read all of the papers In this 
ease sod the record and opinion in the 
case appealed to the Court of Appeals, 
and 1 should have granted the applica¬ 
tion. and, pardoned John Magann at the 
time, but for tha fact that he had taken 
an appeal to the Court of Appeals, and 1 
did not wish to Interfere with Hs con¬ 
sideration of the case, but to show to 
the co-ordinate department the courtesy 
justly due to it. 

*'I have no doubt whatever that John 
Magann was a bmvs, upright, honest and 
useful officer, simply doing his duty 
against Lawless, desperate and dangerous 
men. The Court of Appeals reversed the 
Judgment for manifest unfairness, and if 
1 should insist on these cases being tried, 
it would simply result in a great hard¬ 
ship to a man who has already exhaust¬ 
ed his means, and through the kindness 
of ills old mother, her means, in the de¬ 
fense of unjust indictments. 

“Whenever an officer does his duty for 
the Commonwealth, especially under cir¬ 
cumstances of such danger as those cir¬ 
cumstances under which John Magann did 
bis duty In this case. It is the duty of 
th© Governor to uphold and protect him 
in it. and I. therefore, grant the applica¬ 
tion and grant a full and free pardon to 
John Magann on both of said Indictments 
and direct that they be dismissed, and 
that he be released from furtner oblige*

Parole For Abbott. 


The State Prison Commission to-day 
paroled John H. Abbott, of Lawrence 
county, who was serving a flft«*en-year 
sentence for manslaughter, having come 
to the penitentiary In 1901. In the 
prison Abbott Is known as the “gen¬ 
tleman convict,” for he has always con¬ 
ducted himself as such and has walked 
as straight and looked everyone as 
straight la the eye as If he had always 
been a free man. The man he killed 
was his boyhood friend—went to school 
with him. sat in the same desk with 
him and they were chums for many 
years. 

Several years after Abbott married, 
according to the facts as relisted to 
the commission, the man who was 
killed began to pay attention to Ab¬ 
bott's wife—wrote her notes, took her 
buggy riding and did other things that 
Indicated to Abbott that his wife was 
untrue to him. 

Abbott tried to settle the matter by 
securing a divorce, but he promised hU 
wife he would not file suit for divorce 
till after a certain time, provided the 
ronn she had been Intimate with would 
leave the community. The wife agreed 
to the plan, but the man refused to 
leave, Aboott says. He says that some 
weeks later he met the man on the 
street and told him he had not treated 
him right by devoting himself to hi* 
wife. The mnn flew Into a passion and 
said, “Rhe was mine before she wat 
yours.” Abhoft says he asked him If 
h# was armed and the man sold he was. 
Abbott then drew hla revolver and be¬ 
gan firing, killing the man without be¬ 
ing nbot himself. The man who was 
killed had many warm friends and Ab¬ 
bott tgas given a fifteen-year sentence. 
An application mas made for a pardon 
several years ago. but the friends of the 
dead man filed a protest with three 
thousand signatures to it and conse¬ 
quently he was not pardoned.

COMES TO GRJZEF. 

Aeronaut Lands Dirigible Balloon On 
Baltimore Building. 

Baltimore. Md., July 31. — After bat¬ 
tling w*lth a contrary wind for more 
than half an hour In an attempt to 
sail his airship from an amusement 
park on the northern outskirts of the 
city to the city hall to-day. the aero¬ 
naut, Fred Owens, descended some¬ 
what abruptly with the craft when li*. 
had almost reached his goal. The air¬ 
ship landed on top of a building at 
Lexington and Liberty streets, in the 
heart of the shopping section, while 
thousands of persona crowded the 
streets watching the flight and its ter¬ 
mination. Gwens escaped injury, al¬ 
though ho narrowly missed being pre¬ 
cipitated to the street where the air¬ 
ship struck the roof. The machine was 
slightly damaged. 

At a height of about 600 feet the 
motor stopped. Owens climbed along 
the framework of the machine to the 
engine and tried to adjust it. He was 
unsuccessful tfbd started (0 descend. 
Guiding the airship by motions of his 
body, he succeeded In placing It on 
the fiat root of a three-story build¬ 
ing. 

Owens effected repairs to his craft 
on the roof and later In tbe day re¬ 
turned by the air route to hts starling 
point without further mishap. 

Bad Weather Encountered. 

Caunstatt, July $i.—The following 
message fen on the military parade 
ground os the Zeppelin airship past*-*! 
over here. It’ was signed Colsmaan. the 
manager of the Zeppdin Building Com¬ 
pany. who is aboard: 

“We had smooth driving to Ulm. 
then wretched weather. Some ballast 
was thrown over I had to go forward 
In the gondola to trim the vessel. We 
made no headway for twenty-five min¬ 


utes near delatingon. Now we are again 
going smoothly.** 

Strikes Contrary Winds. 

Rietiohetm. Wuertemberg. July 81.— 
The Zeppelin II.. according to & weight¬ 
ed message dropped as It passed over 
this town at lu:20 o’clock this morn¬ 
ing. encountered adverse winds and 
rain and hall and made slow pro great 
It took five hours from Ulm to do 
fifty-eight miles. 

The huge craft, as it poised here, was 
often diverted from a straight course by 
gusts of wind. The machinery was 
working well.

FriedrichshaJen, July 31.—The dirig¬ 
ible balloon Zeppelin II. started from 
here at 3:40 o’clock this morning to sail 
to the Frankfort Air Navigation Ex¬ 
position, a distance of about 220 miles, 
according to the route laid out.

Louis Philip Ew&ld, who was presi¬ 
dent and owner of the Ewald Iron 
Company, and who owned the controll¬ 
ing stock of the Oalt House, and who 
was one of the best-known business 
men in Louisville, died of a complica¬ 
tion of diseases at 1:65 o’clock yester¬ 
day afternoon at his home, 857 South 
Third avenue. He had been in declin¬ 
ing health for some time, and for two 
years had been confined to his home. 

Four weeks ago Mr. Ewald grew 
worse, and since that time little hope 
had been held out for his recovery. He 
was conscious until the titne of his 
death and was surrounded by the mem¬ 
bers of his family.

He 
was a self-made man In !he true sense 
of the word, having built up one of 
the largest iron trades In the South. 

Mr. Ewald was born in St. Louis, 
and was C3 years of age.

Outwitted Russians In the 
Artifices of War

BOW OF TREES MOVED IN NIGHT 
TO COVER ADVANCE 


MANY OTHER TRICKS USED. 


We have heard much of the slyness 
of the Japanese and of their capacity 
for artifice and ruse, but little has been 
written about this phase of their mili¬ 
tary development, so !t Is with pleasure 
that one finds In the United 8 ervUe 
Magazine of London a paper by Maj. 
W. 8 . Bonnatyne. of the British army, 
on the surprises and strategems prac¬ 
ticed tn the Manchurian war. writes 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Boston Transcript. In this particular 
the Orientals utterly outclassed their 
big adversaries, displaying more origi¬ 
nality in deceptive arts than ever the 
wary and slippery Boers In their war 
with England. The entrainment of the 
Japanese troops was eaf^d on almost 
entirely at night and frontwayside sta¬ 
tions. and no armed men were to be 
seen In the large towns. The regi¬ 
ments all wore Identically the same 
uniforms, without numbers or badges. 
So that the enemy might get no clew 
from the dress of any prisoners. To 
such a pitch did the Japanese carry 
their efforts to make their men Incon¬ 
spicuous that they caused the uniforms 
to be fastened with hooks Instead of 
buttons. Before the battle of the Yalu 
the Japanese prepared a screen of 
branches, millet stalks, etc., and erect¬ 
ed It for several miles along the roadr 
to ooneeAl the movement of the troops. 
The guns were Invariably hidden with 
great care, and seldom fired except 
from behind cover, natural or artificial. 
• • • 

Landscape the Same. 


At the Yalu the howitzers were 
masked by a screen of baulk* planted 
In the ground, with branches tied 
heroes them In front; this cover was 
po effective that the Russians never 
discovered where the hail of shells 
came from. Another battery was con 
oe vied by digging up a whole belt of 
tr»os during the night and replanting 
It n few hundred yards In front. Next 
morning the Russians perceived no 
change in the landscape and the bat¬ 
ten* fired all day from behind the trees 
without ever being hit. Great care was 
exercis'd In the construction of the in 
fantry trenches, which wer* g^n^rnlly 


masked with brushwood, millet stalks, 
etc., causing them to harmonize com¬ 
pletely with their surroundings. The 
Intelligence service was no less care¬ 
fully developed. For many years be¬ 
fore the war officers disguised as ped- 
lers, barbers, etc., had aaaiduously 
spied out the land and prepared ac¬ 
curate surveys. A favorite expedient 
of the Japanese was to transfer troops 
secretly from one pan of the field to 
another These changes took place be¬ 
hind a screen of outposts and gener¬ 
ally by* night. The Japanese are pas- 
aiouately fend of ruses. They excel at 
taking up a rsise position or at simu¬ 
lating a .*«*rest ▲ regular drill Is 
practiced in their army for laying am¬ 
buscades, and the Russians frequently 
fell into ti e rtfTaJla laid by their wily 
foea At Ter• It*, for Instance, a large 
dHachment m* eating from the battle¬ 
field. was waylaid In a gorge and an¬ 
nihilated.

BY BRITISH NAVY. 


CHARTS MADE OF REGIONS FAR 
OFF BEATEN TRACK.

MEN OUT MOST OF THE YEAR. 


Aa Important to every mariner as the 
compass and equally Indispensable la 
the chart which *how» him his course, 
gives him sailing directions, points ou$ 
the deeps and the shallows and general 
Information on lights, beacons and a 
dozen more important facta that he 
must learn and understand to bring his 
boat safely to her destination 

England, fn her capacity of the great- 
. cat sea power, bears the greatest bur¬ 
den of this work, says Cassell's Satur¬ 
day Journal (London), and at the pres¬ 
ent time she has a small fleet, mostly 
composed of steel, copper-sheathed 
•loops of little fighting value, varying 
from 300 to 1.070 tons displacement, 
constantly at work. During last year 
alone the Hydrographic Office of the 
Admiralty issued slaty-seven new navi¬ 
gation charts and reported the discov¬ 
ery of 36R rocks and shoals. I 

Furthermore, the survey ship* sound¬ 
ed over the great area of 6.531 square 
miles and charted 77$ mites of coast, 
which was not bad work considering 
that only eighty-four officers and ill 


men were engaged In this big task, 
manning ten ships. 

Such are the bald figures, and though 
one can glean from them some small 
Idea of the work carried out, only act¬ 
ual experience at sea on one of these 
busy little vessels can give the right 
picture to the mind. 

From fi a m. to subset each crew la 
busily employed, maybe ashore in & 
hostile country surrounded by treach¬ 
erous natives, calmly triangulating the 
land or checking the ship’s compass and 
talcing magnetic sights to locate any 
deviation (for many ships are wrecked 
through the earth’s electricity affecting 
the compass). On other occasions they 
have to take long pulls Into reef-infest¬ 
ed bays, where reigns the fast moving 
current and the thundering surf Or 
perhaps they delve deep to the bottom 
of the ocean, finding how vast is the 
depth of tho Pacific (the deepest ocean), 
and tending with motherly care the fine 
wire that stretches down Into green 
valleys, soelng that there are no 
‘'kinks’* to subject It to any undue 
strain, and watching the dynamome¬ 
ter, one of the vast number of delicate 
Instruments carried aboard. 

• • • 

Oft the Beaten Track. 


And yet again, ail alone, far off the 
beaten track, they have to fight the 
fiercest gale, and should disaster over¬ 
take them, their extermination la as 
complete aa the fate that befell the 
Condot when, as will be remembered, 
she steamed to sea In December, 1601. 
and was never seen again, presumably 
being lost with her crew of HO men. 
Peeping into odd corner* of the world, 
deallt^r out justice, protecting the lives 
of whites (no master what their na¬ 
tionality may be) in obscure islands;

of their busy year their task Is suffer¬ 
ing hardships, at times half-starved, 
at one time blistering under a tropical 
sun. at another fighting the fog and 
the pack ice. Each vessel works to 
heat her sister and get the most infor¬ 
mation, and though the officers volun¬ 
teer for this work and receive higher 
pay, the crews are Just drafted Into 
the sloops In the ordinary course of 
service, and Though the work is inter¬ 
esting and tb*y are not .bound by the 
cast-iron discipline that prevails In the 
big squadrons, this does not compen¬ 
sate for the loss of promotion in the 
general aenivee by serving in the sur¬ 
veying branch, and no doubt extra pay 
Should be given, for it Is richly earned. 
• • • 

Preparing the Maps. 


When once more the boats go Into 
port then comes the preparation of the 
charts. During the past nine months 
eaob officer has made hi* so-called 
Rough Sheet, though It is a v ery accu- 
rajte piece of work, and from these 
“Boughs” the “Fair Sheet” is built up 
with great care and labor; all the 
depths and shoals are marked and del¬ 
icately tinted and shaded, and when 
finished It Is a very technical and 
beautiful piece of draughtsmanship, as 
any will agree that have looked upon 
them. Then the ’'Fair Shred*’ Is sent 
off to the Hydrographer (who rules this 
branch of the service), and after cer¬ 
tain minute modifications have been 
carried out It Is handed to the en¬ 
graver. The number of charts printed 
and sold (or used by the wArshlpsi in 
1608 was slightly over a million copies.

Now that the Government has a Wright 
flying machine on Us hand* the army 
authorities wilt give more serious atten- 
an i v-r to the queeUon of areonau- 
tlc*. In the meantime, the strategists of 
the service are trying to determine the 
full military elgnlfloance of M. Bleriot’s 
flying across the English Channel, writes 
the Washington correspondent of the 
Brooklyn Eagle. 

Gen. Allen, the chief signal officer, wbo 
has supervision over this branch of mili¬ 
tary work. Is somewhat pusxled to know 
what shall be done with the Wright aero- 
plan* In speaking about the matter he 
said: 

“Under the terms of the contract the 
Wright brothers krill be required to In¬ 
struct two army officers in tho mechan¬ 
ism and operation of the aeroplane. 1 shall 
assign Lleuts. Lahm and Foulots for this 
duty. As a matter of fact, both men are 
now thoroughly acquainted with the ma¬ 
chine ahd require no further Instruction* 
However, the Wrights will remain here 
long enough to cam* out the lull terms 
of the contract. " 

“I have not determined whether the 
aeroplane will be maintained at Ft Myer 
or elsewhere. While all the experiments 
with aeroplanes have been conducted at 
that post, it le not the chief headquarter* 
of the army for balloon work. We have 
a large station at Ft. Omaha, where the 
Government haa erected one of the largest 
balloon house* and hydrogen plants In 
the world. The balloon house Is 200 feet 
long, 80 feet wide and 100 teet high We 
are rather shy on balloon equipment. So 
far we have only one small dirigible bal¬ 
loon. These are costly affairs The Euro, 
pean balloon 6 f good else will cost trmt 
$30,000 to $70,000 If made over there, where 
these things are relatively cheap. The cor¬ 
responding price here would be about 40 
per cent, higher.” 

• • • 

Bonus For Wrights. 


The price paid by the Government for 
the Wright mechin* $25,noo. represents 
considerably more than the value of the 
aeroplane. It Includes a big bonus, given 
by the Government in order to encourage 
.American genius In the development of 
practical flying machines For the same 
amount of money It Is likely that the 
Wrights would gladly furnish three areo 
planes. This »um was set aside from the 
appropriation annually handled by the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortification of 
the War Department This hoard tests 
military devices submlttfd by inventors, 
such as projectile*, shells and new wrin¬ 
kles In gun* paying the cost of manu¬ 
facture in some rase* and of the tests. 
The United States Government obtains no 
rights on the Wright aeroplane It ha* no 
authority to manufacture additional ma¬ 
chines. If It should he determined liiur 
on that two or thro* more are needed 
they must be purchased at a price fixed 
by the inventor* 

Secretary Dickinson has not made up 
hi* mind how much money he will ask 
Con green to provide for military work 
with balloon* and aeroplane* Last year 
the Secretary of War submitted a rc-‘ 
quest for $5oO.OOo for this purpose. At that 
time Congress was not greatly impressed 
with the progres* made In aviation, and 
declined to give a penny Fortunately a 
great many member* of both branch#* of 
Congress have attended the flights at Fort 
Myer Like everyone else who has seen 
the achievements of the Wright brothers, 
they have been profoundly Impressed by 
the remarkable exhibition. There Is little 
double that Congress next December will 
be willing to appropriate monev enough 
for the equipment of the army in this 
regard. 


Still In Early Stages. 


“It Is too early In the game," said Gen. 
Allen, “for me to be expressing opinions 
of the pArt which balloons and aeroplane* 
will play In future warfares. Wt are 
2 £ w J nvt fx * b. c of the matter 
B onderful stride* hare been mad# during 
the past year. The developments of ths 
next few months may put an entirely 
new phase upon the matter Someone 
may coma along almost sny day with a 
new type of aeroplane, or an improve- 
ment. or with a dirigible balloon which 
will minimize what has been accomplished 
so far. 

“'l 1 not - P r *P»ved to state at this 
time what recommendations I will make 
to Congress on the subject in December. 
I will be governed by the situation at 
that time | think-that everyone I* will- 
tng to admit that the science of avia¬ 
tion !e now at a point where It Is no 
longer regarded as purely an experiment. 
I*™ also confident that Cong res* will 
not desire the American army to be be¬ 
hind those of Europe in the matter of 
equipment In this particular ”

TURTLES ALL THE TEAR.

Some people have an aversion to 
turtles, but not so with George Rush, 
a well-known resident of this city. He 
is so fond of them that be'has them 
the year round. Last fall he rtored 
seventeen large-slsed turtles ln his 
cellar and had-turtle for Thanksgiving. 
Christmas, New Years and various 
other day» when “company happened 
in.’* 

Rush says a turtle of the average size 
which he stored in hi* basement la»t 
fall Is equal In quantity t? a quarter 
of beef and that the only trdublq in that 
few paople realize how much meat there 
is on a turtle. Turtles of the snapper 
Variety, such as are found In the SL 
Joseph River and In the various lakes 
of Northern Indiana, bring 10 cents a 
pound, and Mr. Rush predicts 1 that In 
five year* snapper* will bring a higher 
price than green turtle* over which 
people in the Bast rave. He bellevea 
that New York will prove a great mar¬ 
ket for the kind of turtle which many 
are taught to despise here In the north 
end of the State, In fact, according to 
Rush. Indiana snapping turtles are now 
sold ln tho East occasionally, but only 
as the green variety. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances they are said to be served 
in fashionable hotels and cafes at fan¬ 
cy prices. If Mr. Rush is correct, the 
snapper will soon gain its proper sphere 
and under lts own name at that. 

“Last fall I hit on a scheme to have 
a little turtle during the * winter. I 
fixed a bln ln the cellar of tny hous<* 
and put a lot of sand in it and here I 
stored seventeen turtles. I never heard 
of anyone doing tho same thing, but 
when I wanted turtle during tho cold 
winter days all I had to do was to go 
down Into the cellar and dig one out of 
the sand. In preparing a turtle you cut 
off the head, turn It onsite back, remove 
the shell at the jdints and turn out the 
meot ln sections. There are seven 
kinds of meat in a turtle. Some Is 
not so dark and resombles the meat 
of wild duck. Part of the meat Is whlt*» 
and ha* the flavor of chicken. And 
aay. don’t you know, a turtle haa ten¬ 
derloin and it tastes Just like pork ten¬ 
derloin? _

HEABINGS CONSUME NEARLY 
THE ENTIRE PAY. 


THOMAS SWOPE LEARNS OF THE 
DEATH OF HIS VICTIM. 


TUCKER SWALLOWS POISON. 


Practically all of yesterday was con¬ 
sumed In hearing cases In the City! 
Court room &i Jeffersonville against 
husbands who were charged with de¬ 
serting their wives, which Is a felony 
In Indiana. There were three before 
|the bur of Just ice*-William Engleman, 
of New Albany; Charles Erleckhoeffer. 
of Chariest-.wn, and Dexter Lewis, of 
UUca. Engletnan was arraigned before 
Judge Harry C. Poindexter on a com¬ 
plaint lodged by Bertha Engle man, to 
whom he was married in Jeffersonville 
by Magistrate James S. Kclgwin on 
May 29. At the 4 time Mrs. Engk-man 
asked for the warrant she said her 
husband deserted her on the nlgfct of 
the wedding and kept making excuses 
that they would go to housekeeping a« 
soon as possible. 

■ Engleman la a clothing cutter and 
was arrested In New Albany Friday 
night He was brought to Jefferson¬ 
ville yesterday morning unfl when ar¬ 
raigned before Judge Poindexter plead¬ 
ed guilty. Mrs. Engletnan was not In 
court, and desiring to give th© prisoner 
a chance, Judge Poindexter asked him 
If he understood the charge, and he 
replied that he did, but thar© were two 
•ides to the atory- JudgA Polr.aexter 
sold he did not want to discuss the 
case and told the accused to plead guil¬ 
ty or not guilty as he saw flt. He again 
said he was guilty and bondT was fixed 
at 6200 for his appearance before tho 
Circuit Court. Not being .able to give 
security, he went to Jail. 

It wo# b«*fore Magistrate B. J. Fergu¬ 
son that Frleckhoeffor was to be given 
a hearing on a complaint tiled by Flor¬ 
ence Frieckhoeffer, and the crowd was 
so great that the City Court room had 
to be utilised. The hearing occupied 
several hours and there was much ora¬ 
tory, Frieckhoeffer was finally bound 
over to the Circuit Court and Edward 
C. Hughes became hts surety, which 
kept ,him from going to Jail. 

Lewis also was tried by Magistrate 
Ferguson in the City Court room, and 
the electric lights were turned on be¬ 
fore the cas* was ended. The com¬ 
plaint was made by Dora B. Lewis, 
against whom the defendant filed suit 
for divorce some time ago. A good 
part of the population of Utica, was 
presont to testify. 

In her testimony Mrs. Lewis claimed 
that her husband, while he lived with 
her, did not provide her with stove- 
wood. Before her marriage Mrs. Lewis 
was Miss Dora Bray, and her father 
testified that, he had to get wood for 
her at times. 

It wa« alleged by witnesses for 
Lewis that wood Was allowed to rot in 
the yard utter the defendant had 
brought it there, os no one would cut 
It. The trial was concluded with a 
number of speeches and Magistrate 
Ferguson announced that he would 
take the case under advisement. 

Swope Not Surprised. 

No surprise was expressed yesterday 
by Thomas Swope, who la confined for 
safe keeping at the Indiana reforma¬ 
tory at Jeffersonville, when informed 
that Herbert Kappler. whom he shot 
at Evansville on last night one week 
ago. was dead. He said he was sorry 
that Kappler did not recover, as he did 
not care to have the blood of any man 
on hie hands, but he asserted that he 
believed he waa protecting his own 
person when he shot at Kappler after 
he had been attacked while acting as 
a street cor conductor during a strike. 
Swope still holds to the story be told 
last Sunday when brought to the re¬ 
formatory. and denies that he was the 
Instigator In any way of the trouble 
that resulted in Kappler being killed. 

Swope la making the best of his Im¬ 
prisonment ln Jeffersonville, and be¬ 
lieve* If he Is given a fair hearing he 
will be acquitted when tried for the 
crime with which he la rhaxged. His 
father. John W. Swope, of Indian Field. 
Ky.. was at the reformatory for a few 
minutes Friday, and it wos during this 
visit that the son was told there was 
no hope far Kappler. Swope was pre¬ 
pared for the news, os K had been his 
belief from the start that Kappler 
would die, but he sold he had no 
change to make ln his version of the 
trouble, as he had told the truth from 
the start after he had decided to make 
a clean breast of hla connection with 
the shooting. 

The Coroner of Vanderburg county 
assorts that he has found no evidence 
to show that Swope’s story 1« not true, 
and It Is claimed Kappler admitted that 
he struck Swope first after starting a 
quarrel with him on the streea car. It 
Is not known when Swope will be 
taken back to Evansville, but It Is un¬ 
derstood It will not be for at least 
a week after the burial of Kappler. 
Wblrh will bo on Monday. There is 
considerable excitement Incident to the 
strike yet existing, and It Is the desists 
of the Vanderburg officials to have 
things as quiet as possible when the 
prisoner is given a forma! arraignment 
Swope Is satisfied to remain where he 
is until the authorities desire to re¬ 
move him to Evansville, as lfe does not 
desire to run any risk of being 
mobbed. 

Swallows Carbolic Acid. 

Dr. David Cohen, of Jeffersonville, 
was called to the homo of Lee Payne. 
1417 Missouri avenue, yesterday after¬ 
noon to find Raymond Tucker, a broth¬ 
er of Mrs- Payne, unconscious from 
swallowing a quantity of carbolic acid. 
Ho was worked with for tw/> hour* be¬ 
fore he was pronounced out of danger. 
The drug was ln the house, and had 
been purchased for use as a wash. No 
explanation was made by Tucker as 


to how he came to tako the poison. 
Tucker Is only 19 years old, but was I 
married recently to a young woman 
from Louisville. Ills slstc-r told Dr 
Cohen that Tucker and hts wife had 
quarreled several times during the 
day. 

Tucker is a candymaker by trade, but 
lost hla position In Louisville recently, 
and went to Avery** plow works, where 
he also was thrown out of employ¬ 
ment after working a short time. He 
then went to Jeffersonville to maJte his 
home with his sister. Yesterday after¬ 
noon Tucker went into a front room 
at the house and his wife heard a pe¬ 
culiar sound, and, going to the apart¬ 
ment, so she told Dr. Cohen, found her 
husband In the act of drinking some¬ 
thing from a buttle, which she knock¬ 
ed out of his hands. He then fell to 
the floor unconscious. The home of 
Dr. Cohen s father is nearby, and the 
physician happened to be there. Hear¬ 
ing the screams of the women at 
Payne’s. Dr. Cohen hurried there In 
time to save Tucksr’a life after hard 
work.

Board of Public Works Finally De¬ 
cides To Supplant Them By 
Hydrants. 


Following the passage of two reso¬ 
lutions Introduced In the upper board 
of the Genera! Council by Alderman J. 
Duff R*ed. calling’ for an analysis of 
at wain from fi:st or boulder layer 
*uj£s, mid snother calling on the Board 
pi JHDDe Y. orks to have drawn up an 
OM.nance doing . way with all town 
pumps and substituting hydrants. 
Chairman Alex W. Barret, of the Board 
of Public Work*, announced yesterday 
that this would be done. 

•‘Probably an ordinance cannot he 
drawn up by the time of the next 
meeting, providing for this work.** said 
Mr. Barret, “but such an ordinance 
will be Introduced as soon as possible.'* 

At the time Alderman Reed Intro¬ 
duced his resolutUta It was his belief 
that practically all typhoid fever In 
LouUvfltr* was being caused by the use 
dt water from the city pumps. An 
analysis by the City Chemist showed 
that 99 per cent, of all this water was 
polluted. According to the figures of 
Mr. Reed. It would not cost more than 
$25,006, at the outside, to substitute 
a hydrant for even* pump In the city. 

Chairman Barret said that it was not 
Ms idea to do away with ail the pumps 
st mce. as sufficient money for that 
work is not at hand. One hundred 
pumps may be done away with at a 
time until all of them had been Sup- 
, .anted by hydrant*. 

Since the epidemic of typhoid fever 
at Campbell and Walnut streets, a 
sample of the water tested from the 
pump at that corner by a private chem¬ 
ist showed that It contained 20 per 
cent, excess albuminous nitrogen, or 
poisonous germ matter.

VENEZUELA SEEKS TO 

EXTRADITE HAUER. 


German Merchant Charged With 
Being Castro's Agent In Effort 
To Fomnt Revolution. 


Willemstadt, Curacao, July 31. — 
Theodore Hauer, the German merchant 
supposed to be Gen. Castro's agent. 


who was charged early this week with 
organising a Castro revolution plot to 
overthrow President Gomez, of Vene¬ 
zuela. arrived horn to-day on board the 
steamer Merida from Maracaibo. The 
Venezuelan Consul here is requesting 
the assistance of the Colonial Govern¬ 
ment to extradite Hauer 

El Progouero, of Caracas, says that 
documents and private v ood© were 
found on Hauer which proved that his 
mission was to sell ex-Presldent Cas¬ 
tro's shares in the cigarette and rail¬ 
road companies and also to foment a 
revolution with the object of over¬ 
throwing the present Government In 
Venezuela.

Complaint was made to the Board of 
Public Works of New Albany at 
Its sessions yesterday against the 
proposed location of a fertilizer 
plant on the ground formerly 
occupied by tho I. F. Force Handle 
Company. The complainants were rep¬ 
resented by Councilman Stephens and 
Moses Jackson, who said they bad 250 
names to the petition against the loca¬ 
tion of the plant, alleging that It would 
be a* nuisance. 

Mr. Jackson addressed the board at 
length, telling how It would Injure 
property to locate a factory in the 
vicinity of the character mimed. The 
claim was made that the land where 
the fertilizer ia to be built Is outside 
the city llmIta and therefore the Board 
of Works had uo Jurisdiction. The 
matter was referred to the City Attor¬ 
ney for Investigation. 

Mrs. Helen M. Fawcett, secretary of 
Plankeshaw chapter. Daughters of the 
American Revolution, sent a communi¬ 
cation to the board asking It to des¬ 
ignate a space for the proposed monu¬ 
ment to Gen. George Rogers Clark and 
the five soldiers who are burled In the 
county. It is proposed to erect the 
monument in the vacant space in the 
| plaza on Market street. 

The board rescinded the order for 
the Improvement of East Market street 
on the petition of property-owner*. 

Plane for the improvement of Tenth 
streco, from Market to Spring streets, 
were approved by the board, although 
a remonstrance was filed. It is claimed 
the remonstrance was filed too late. 

The preliminary assessment for the 
improvement of Locust street was filed 
and August 14 was set as the date for 
hearing objections to the assessment. 
The cost to the property-owners on 
either side was $4.14 per front foot. 

Going After Delinquents. 

Proceedings are to be taken by City 
Attorney Weathers, of New Albany, 
for the collection of $63,000 delinquent 
taxes due for the past three years. 
The County Attorney has already taken 
steps to proceed against delinquents for 
6 tate and county taxes amounting to 
more than $100,000. Prompt paying 
taxpayers have complained that the 
delinquent list Is In excess of all other 
counties Jn tho State, and that it is a 
great burden upon them to bear the 
expense of paying for others. The city 
and county authorities are to co-ope¬ 
rate. and for the first time in many 
years property Is to be sold for the 
nonpayment of taxes. The law. K Is 
stated, has not been enforced for many 
years, but under a new regulation of 
the taxing authorities It is made com¬ 
pulsory to enforce collection*. 

Tho City Attorney and the Prosecut¬ 
ing Attorney will file about 100 suits 
this week against delinquents, and 
these will be beard at the October term 
of court. 

County Commissioners' Meeting. 

An Important meeting of the Board 
of County Commissioners will begin to¬ 
morrow. The board will have to con¬ 
sider the taking over of th* Paotl and 
Corydon turnpikes, and the making of 
free roads within the county, which 
matter has been discussed for some 
time. There seem© to be no objection 
to the proposition for free roads. The 
Commissioners also will consider the 
matter of painting the county Jail and 
courthouse, which are In a shabby con¬ 
dition. The board will be in session 
during th© week and will be ready to 
hear petitions and remonstrances.

He wa> on 
pins and needles for an Introduction 
He moved heaven and earth In hi* 
endeavors to get come opening to 
speak No:.i i n me, the ladle* resuming 
a haughty attitude which proved to 
him he must not advance. When they 
arrived at Dover he attempted to travel 
In their carriage.

and more expert employes of the Cumberland 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, and by a 
thorough examination of the books and ac¬ 
counts of §rid Cumberland Telephone and Tel¬ 
egraph Company, at the hands of an expert ac¬ 
countant, selected by the committee, via., W. 
J. Munster, of Cincinnati, we find that the 
average net yield to said Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company from its in¬ 
vestment in the city of Louisville, since it ac¬ 
quired ownership of the Louisville property 
seven years ago, has been but 4.14 per cent, per 
annum. 

Second—That the rates for telephone 
service in the city of Louisville proposed and 
put into effect by said Cumberland Telephone 
and Telegraph Company March 1, 1907, are 
proper and reasonable, because they will not 
yield to said Cumberland Telephone and Tele¬ 
graph Company more than a fair and equitable 
earning on its investments in the city of Lou¬ 
isville. 

Third—The committee further declares 
that the rate or rates for the various classes of 
telephone service in the city of Louisville put 
into effect by said Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company March 1, 1907, should be 
maintained .s a rate for such service for the 
three years beginning July 1, 1907. 

This report is predicated on the promise and 
agreement of the company to give the best 
possible service to its subscribers and to most 
approved devices and appliances for the trans¬ 
mission of messages.

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 16, 1903.—President 
and Directors Louisville Board of Trade—Gen¬ 
tlemen : The special committee provided for by 
resolution of the Board of Directors, August 26, 
1908, to make investigation as to the complaint 
of Mr. C. M. Bullitt that the Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company was unfairly 
raising its rates for service in this city, and was 
discriminating in rates amongst its patrons, 
fftc., have to report that they have carefully 
made inquiry as to the facts and hav* fai'ed to 
find a single instance in which said telcpl»ono 
company has charged a rate for any of the vari¬ 
ous classes of telephone service other than was 
determined by the old committee of the Board 
of Trade (which agreement was to determine 
the rate for a term of three years) in its report 
submitted to the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade September 4, 1907, nor have we 
found any discrimination as between patrons 
except that the increase in rates allowed by the 
old comtnittec w*as not made by the telephone 
company to apply to all patrons at the same 
time, for the reason, as stated by the company, 
that there were outstanding contracts between 
the company and its patrons which expired at 
different times, and for the further reason that 
it w*as not feasible for the company to at once 
so aJter its rules as to make the new rates apply 
to all patrons at the same date. 

In regard to whether the rates determined 
upon by the old committee, under the agree¬ 
ment entered into between the Board of Di¬ 
rectors and the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in April, 1907, are fair and 
reasonable, your committee have only to say 
that the old committee appears to have made s 
most thorough investigation of the whole sub¬ 
ject, their inquiry extending through five 
months, during which time they held sixteen 
meetings ; had before them for interrogation of¬ 
ficers and employes of the Telephone Company, 
and others, and the assistance of a high-grade, 
expert accountant employed by the committee, 
and we have nothing before us cn which we 
can base an opinion that the okl coir.nittee 
erred in its conclusion. 

Your committee desires to eif. ycu; atten¬ 
tion to the fact that under the agreement with 
the Telephone Company, the ra»es fixed by ths 
old committee were to stand for t> < yearj 
from July 1, T907, and that about c.uvhmlf of 
that time has now expired. If at the expiration 
of the full period of three years it is found that 
the profits of the Telephone Company, after 
careful and economical conducting of its busi¬ 
ness, have been greater than should be allowed, 
the rates and charge for the future can be intel¬ 
ligently adjusted. 

We ask that this report be received and 
filed, and that the committee be discharged.

And. be It noted as a mark to our 
credit, we take ourselves rcrtously in 
things theatrical; comedy and tragedy 
we cultivate with no lass concern than 
is bestowed on the moving picture, 
not necessarily nasty because it's 
cheap We do not too comfortably ac¬ 
cept the ready-made metropolitan ver¬ 
dict, we do not "yowly roll among se¬ 
lected pleasureswe reserve an inde¬ 
pendence of Judgment, we exhibit a 
catholicity of taste, we aspire to a day 
of better things. W© will not die. ar¬ 
tistically speaking, of that common- 
place disease—a love of the common¬ 
place, and of nothing are we more ear¬ 
nestly contemptuous than of stagna¬ 
tion. 

It was tho American who brought the

An American Academician. 

When Benjamin W»*M succeeded Sir 
Joshua Reynolds bh president of the 
Royal Academy, America received her 
first recognition In art. Since that 
potable date her place has been, for the 
most part, among the insurgents, and 
she has belonged less to the regular 
and somewhat narrow academic school 
than with those unconventional seekers 
after hew forms of expression to whom 
Whistler whs a high priest. Her artists 
inevitably have sought instruction 
abroad; too frequently they hav^ re¬ 
mained to find that inspiration and 
emulation which come so much more 
readily in the artistic "milieu'* of 
the ateliers of Paris and of Rome, of 
Dusssldorf and of Munich; and thus, 
nationally speaking, there has been no 
American school, no distinguishable 
expression of the spirit, the atmosphere 
and the genius which all agree to de¬ 
note by the geographical term. Music 
bus been In like case, abounding In 
facile and gifted interpreters rather 
than in creators. 

Of late years. -however. there has 
been noticeable a reversion to the ac¬ 
cepted type; talent does not find it 
either necessdry or desirable to voice 
Its message in the baraque and the 
bizarre, it neither follows the symbol¬ 
ist* nor the impressionists, nor the ex¬ 
ponents of a new art; it Is content 
with the medium a* It finds It and the 
canon* as they are laid down. It can 
appreciate Manet as It did Beardsley 
without seeking to endow either with 
on avatar noy their own. and It is dis¬ 
posed to pay that meticulous atten¬ 
tion to detail which wasv the note of 
the Flemish and of which Sir Law¬ 
rence Alma-Tadema, himself a Hol¬ 
lander, Is, after Melssonnler, the com- 
pletest example. 

The England of to-day has many 
good craftsmen and few great artists; 
Its expression is depressing In Its dead 
level of uninspired production; many 
can paint and some few draw, while 
no one imposes himself upon the critic 
as the man of the hour What are we 
to say to a Royal Academy of charm¬ 
ing colorists, ivhose one supreme figure 
painter. Solomon J Solomon, sprawl* 
over gigantic canvases like a latter- 
day peter Paul minus the divine gift; 
whose president, Sir Edward Poynter. 
has a nice classical taste and a smooth¬ 
ness of technique as of a veneered 
panel; which makes no mistakes and 
as few reputations? 

In that academy are three Ameri¬ 
cans—Abbey. Sargent and Shannon, 
the first two dating back to the late 
nineties, while the third Is the latest 
recruit of the forty. Of those It Is not 
too much to say that Mr. E. A. Abbey, 
alike as designer and as Illustrator, as 
master in 1 'ttle bh on the grand scale, 
is quite unapproached; if America is to 
be distinguished by another president 
It could not be more worthily repre¬ 
sented than by this splendid. fecund in*- 
telligence. Mr. Sargent Is something 
more than a portrait painter of dis¬ 
tinction In a land whore that particular 
branch of the art has ever been most 
highly honored; he can be orlgtnal 
without ever forcing the note, and tho 
most respected critic of his day* has, 
somewhat extravagantly perhaps, 
ranked him wHh Velasquez. To them 
Is now added Mr James J. Shannon^ 
who, except for the accident of birth, 
might be classed as an •Englishman; 
he. too, is a portrait painter, more 
oonunonfdace than either, but measur¬ 
ing fully up to the standard of tho 
historic society which has promoted 
him from the ossociateship to full 
membership. 

France, which lately added another 
American canvas to the treasures of 
the Luxembourg, acclaims as the fore¬ 
most painter of this country Tanner, 
tho man of color, a genius whose 
achievement and promise are less gen 
erously recognised on this side than Is 
their |ue.

The Country Church. 

In line with one of the suggestions 
mad© by President Roosevelt’s Country' 
Life Commission, there are to be held 
in the latter half of September. In a 
number of communities In the States 
of New York. Pennsylvania, Ohio, In¬ 
diana, Illinois. Missouri. Tennessee. 
Kentucky and West Virginia, a num¬ 
ber of one-day conferences on the 
problems of the country church. The 
conferences are to be held under the 
auspices of the department of church 
and labor of the Presbyterian Board 
of Horn© Missions, and most 9 f them 
will be held In ' Presbyterian churches. 
But the churches of other denomina¬ 
tions In the communities where con¬ 
ferences will be held are to partici¬ 
pate. 

At each conference the morning ses¬ 
sion will be devoted to a discussion 
of the Industrial life of tho region as 
it affects the churches of the country 
and the town. Problems of Immigra¬ 
tion, of the life of factory and other 
workers, will thus be brought Into th© 
discussion. The afternoon session will 
b© devoted to a cop si deration of the 
methods by which the church may be¬ 
come of greater usefulness In the com¬ 
munity. Addresses will be made upon 
the institutional church, recreation, 
educational feature* of church work, 
the relation of th© church to working¬ 
men. and other suitable topics. 

Speakers at the conference* will In¬ 
clude men representing technical and 
agricultural institutions, men In pub¬ 
lic life and minister* who have made 
a special study of rural church prob 
lems. Purposes th© conferences In¬ 
clude the desire to get information re¬ 
garding conditions In country churches, 
to give to church worker* In towns 
and rural sections the advantage of 
conference with leaders, and to show 
them the modern and successful meth¬ 
ods for carrying on their work. For 
several years th© city churches have 
been much in the public eye. and city 
condition® and methods have received 
much study from church leaders 
Country churches also need attention, 
and this Is ono of the ways in which 
they ar© to get it. 

Want Linguistic Preachers. 

The Methodist committee on evan 
gHIsm, or which Bishops Berry'. Mc¬ 
Dowell. Anderson. Quayle und McIn¬ 
tyre ar© members, is calling for the 
names of Methodist ministers w*ho are 
able to preach In more than one lan¬ 
guage. The committee also is securing 
the hame* of Methodist students for 
the ministry* who are willing to pre¬ 
pare themselves for a bt-Ungual or a 
pluri-ilngual service. The committee 
state* that there is needed in the Unit¬ 
ed States at the present time a large 
number of ministers who can preach 
and converse in at least one other lan¬ 
guage besides the English. The need 
has arisen because of the Immense im¬ 
migration of the last decade or two. 
and It has come about that some of the 
most important positions in th© Meth¬ 
odist ministry can be filled only by men 
who have mastered more tlian one 
language. 

Conditions as they are found by the 
Methodist loaders are said to be no 
different from those of other denomi¬ 
nations. leader* of the home mission 
work of the several religious bodies 
especially find !t necessary to secure 
workers who can preach In one or 
more of the European tongues. So 
great is this need that it has been *©rl 
ously *uggest€»d in some churches that 
young ministers willing to undertake 
w'ork among foreign-speakIng peoples 
b© supported by home mission organi¬ 
zations for two years while they are 
studying the tnngung© In which their 
work is to Ih» done. Foreign mission¬ 
aries. It Is pointed out by those ad¬ 
vocating this plan, are supported dur¬ 
ing the years they spend learning the 
language, and there Is held to be no 
reason why home missionaries should 
not receive similar support and prepa¬ 
ration. 

In all Evangelical Protestant bodies 
mission work among European Immi¬ 
grants Is constantly increasing. The 
Northern Presbyterian Church, for ex¬ 
ample, aids from Its home mission 
funds fifty-six churches and forty- 
thre«- missions in which services are 
held vt-holiy In languages other than 
English. Fifty-six ordained and twen¬ 
ty unordalned men and women are 
carrying on this work. The nationali¬ 
ties of the people connected with these 
places of worship are: Armenian. Bo¬ 
hemian, Chinese, French. German. 
Hungarian. Italian. Magyar. Persian. 
Ruthenlan, Scandinavian. Slavonic and 
Syrian. 

The Southern Presbyterian Church 
also has its comparatively new work 
among immigrant*. During the last 
ten year* European immigrants have 
been going Into th© Southern States In 
Increasing number®. It Is stated by an 
authority in th© church named that 
"Within three year* 15.000 foreigners 
have come to Norfolk; In Tampa there 
are 15,000 Cubans and 10.000 Italians; 
In New* Orleans there nr© thousands 
of Italians. Spaniards. Syrians and 
others and their number will be 
multiplied m*ny time* once th© Isth¬ 
mian canal lx»ars on Its bosom the ves¬ 
sels of th© nntlon* So It will b© In 
Galveston, which is now rivaling New 
York ns a port of entry’ tor Immigrants, 
in Mobile. In Pensacoln and th© Gulf 
coast country. In some Texas coun¬ 
ties the court records ar© kept In Ger¬ 
man. in other* th© Spanish language 
is heard" 

It Is said by horn© mission worker* 
that the lurge Immigration from South¬ 
ern and Southeastern Europe has 
brought about a great change In the 
home mission problems of the United 
States. Th© earlier European Immi¬ 
gration. which came from Northern and 
Northwestern Europe, was quickly as¬ 
similated in a religious sense. Just as 


ment they point to the declaration 
made l jt ita behalf, that 

It believes that the Anglican Church, 
with its unique position, has a wonder¬ 
ful opportunity of bridging over the 
gulf that lies betwreen Catholicism and 
Protestantism. But while It will do all 
in Its power to promote reunion with 
nonconformists and dissenters, it will 
advocate nothing that would tend to in¬ 
validate our Catholic inheritance.

The record of constnactivo philan¬ 
thropy In the United States Is remark¬ 
able for an almost exclusive city 
point of view. Veer after yeur great 
national and local organizations lay 
out programmes, prepare budget*, col. 
ket fund*, hire expeit workers, and 
take account of actual pr©gr-«u mad • 
In the cities. Existing conditions ara 
constantly K.lng probed, diagnosed, 
cauterized, cured or cut off. while new 
condition* crcwd on the outskirts of 
the old. awaiting their turn. The clue* 
• re surely the hospital* for nil and 
sundry social III*, and their organiza¬ 
tion. staff and equipment are bright 
vith efficiency and use. 

The great pity attending this social 
vaccination, treatment and convales¬ 
cence, is the Jealousy with which the 
cities hold or. to their hospital function 
and permanently house all pithm* 
applying. 

It smack* of absurdity to follow our 
present course to Its logical conclusion 
Social condition* Are araoctit d with 
population, and so must their tre*f- 
ment be. If we continue ti confln© 
this treatment to populate n after It 
ha* come to the cities then tM »evi¬ 
dent population of country districts 
(which I* generally thought to bo a 
H >od ! hlrf* will shortly he exhaust'd. 
For sooner or later all *<v*n| <ndlltort -4 
need treatmem A» bicdo* dp this 
c« urs^ oi reasoning. tho ; -pulatlon 
Mat! Aden »’f th« Unltid Htit©r a-© gool 
to quout. 

At the tin*v of the adoption of the 
Constitution eight or ten per cent, of 
our citizens lived In towns and cities 
Every subsequent census has recorded 
a steady shift from tne country to the 
cities. In I860 pome slxty-rtve per 
cent, were still In the country, and in 
11100 thirty-eight per cent, or ihers- 
abouts. Whutever may be assigned 
ns the reason for this cltywnrd current 
of people, th© most confirmed optimist 
can scarcely find In the last decade any 
pew conditions in the country Itself 
to reverse the flow, and probably never 
before In the history of the world have 
the lure and promise of cities so subtly 
and effectively snund the guileless 
ccuntry dweller Witness the board* 
of trade and other commercial bodies, 
civic organization*, religious and edu¬ 
cational associations, amusement ac¬ 
tivities. and every form of social ex¬ 
pression lhat has b©en invented. e*ch 
!u a hundred dlffcrrtit cities loosing a 
Vurent of civic pride as with hand on 
‘mart they swear there was never 
another such metropolis And In each 
.*nac everybody is urged to come and 
rray and to Judge for himself.

of the open country is to produce food, 
clothing and raw materials for manu¬ 
facture and trade, while that of c lies 
Is to manufacture and trade In the**© 
conmodltles. From the beginning of 
time the people of the country hive 
demonstrated that they can live, some¬ 
how. without the ministrations of the 
tewn. But, on tho other hand, the 
people of the town have never dare! 
to risk the contra experiment. though 
we seem Impatient to look Into the 
matter. 

In view of the splendid spirit and 
organization of thousand* of unselfish 
people in this country, w'ho deeply con¬ 
cern themselves with the average city 
marl's mnklng-a-llvlng probk»m*. It 1* 
worth while to inquire If they are really 
serious, since In their activities they 
have almost ignored the producing end 
which 1* at the basis of everyona'* life 
problems Indeed, not only have the*© 
constructive activities Ignored country 
life and Its business, but they have so 
magnified the special problem* df city 
life and have pro\lded for them on 
such splendtd scale as to wl;hdr.tw 
practically all attention from the un¬ 
sung woe* of country lift*. And by 
their diversity and feupe the institu¬ 
tions of the cities put Institutional life 
on such a high plane afc i»eems to have 
entirely discouraged this form of social 
expression In the country. It 1* puHlc 
information confirmed by th© Inquiry 
r.nd report of President Roosev»*.fj 
Commission on Country Life and other 
authoritative ageneh* that tin- people 
of the open country are w*cfully un >r- 
ganltcd for any purpose; thit t er 
churches, schonlfc ant! ruch organixi- 
tion* as do exist lack, for th? ffrea er 
part, both body and spirit; that t:i©re Is 
little If any social life, and that In 
practice, ambition and progress among 
co&ntry men and wonu n are most gen¬ 
erally 'denoted by their departure for 
the city 

It must be true that for every manu¬ 
facturing and trading man surrounded 
by healthy social condition* In town, 
there should be a proportionate numbd 
of producing men, or part o£ a man, 
in equally healthy condition In the 
country. 

Who I* attending to this business? 

Every national or local organisation 
of persons working for the advance¬ 
ment of humanity which Is content to 
limits It* activities within city gates 
Is pursuing a policy wtolch may evenu 
uslly perfect a manufacturing and 
trading scheme, but which make* ab¬ 
solutely no provision for putting Into 
effect through ihe production of raw 
material and for sustaining It through 
the production of food and clothing. 

We are engiged In a broad, lasting 
development of our national Jlfe. yet 
all roads lead to town, all actl m is 
there, all plans are city plans. In Ve 
United .States tie aelf-govarmrg p I t- 
Ical unit Is the county, each with a 


county seat, which Is frequently a siz¬ 
able town or city, and for a great part 
of them these counties are the country 


In miniature, exhibiting within their 
limits, to a greater or lesser degree, 
moat of the Important, vital phases of 
our national life. Who ever heard of 
a county plan?

—HE announcement of the en¬ 
gagement uf the beautiful Miss 
Susanno Henning, of Kentucky 
and New York, to Marquis An¬ 
toine de Charette, of Paris, Is of a 
great deal of interest to her many 
friends here. The following la taken 
from a special cable from Paris to 
the New York Amctican: 

"General the Baron and Baroness de 
Charette, who was formerly Miss Van 
Polk, of Tennossce. to-day formally 
announced the engagement of their son. 

Marquis de Charette. and MIsc* 
Susanne Henning, of Kentucky and 
TCew York. Behind the simple an¬ 
nouncement there are all kinds of in¬ 
ternational romance. 

"With the young people It was a 
case of love at first sight when they 
met. In New York the young French 
nobleman was a frequent visitor to the 
house of her father. J. W. Henning, 
whe has a country place at Tuxedo 
Park. 

“The Hennings were strenuously op¬ 
posed to thn Idea of a titled son-in- 
law. and finally told Miss Susanne that 
she must never see the young Murquls 

again. 

•Two days after the parental edict 
was issued the couple engaged a 
chaperon. Miss Virginia Hamilton, who 
traveled with them In France. 

•’They fully expected forgiveness by 
cable when they landed at Cherbourg, 
but the Hennings gave no such sign. 
The couple and their chaperon were 
not overburdened with money, and put 
up at a small hotel on the Rue de 
Turin.

The New York American says: 

"Society chattered In Newport and 
elsewhere yesterday over the engage¬ 
ment announced of youthful Susanne 
Henning, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
James C. Henning, of this city and 
Ixmisvllle. and the Marquis de Char- 
etto, of Paris. Mr. Henning, who Is 
a broker at 111 Broadway, is abroad 
with his daughter. Her mother is with 
her son and his wife at their Kentucky 
home, Spring Lake, just out of Louis¬ 
ville. Their h&ndsnme home in this 
city, at 113 East Thirty-seventh street, 
has been sublet since last October. 

"The Marquis, although of the 
FTenol\ nobility, which no longer ex¬ 
ists In fact. Is uot the decadent son 
of a decadent tine, hut a splendid. In¬ 
trepid young man of many attaJnments, 
and with an unquestioned social posi¬ 
tion and money, and. besides, he has 
an American mother. Early last year 
his engagement to Gladys Deacon was 
announced, and the story went that she 
Jilted him. 

"Whether the Marquis. In his pique, 
determined that he should have an 
American girl—an heiress at that—or 
Just In the course of events met and 
fell in love with Miss Henning. Is not 
known, hut those who know* the pop¬ 
ular young woman—a friend of Mrs. 
Elsie French Vanderbilt and others of 
the Tuxedo younger social strt—believe 
she has become engaged to the young 
Marquis for love and romantic reasons 
only, and that h*r wealth and social po¬ 
sition are quite as good as his. 

"Besides, she Is not a social butter¬ 
fly and has done many praiseworthy 
things. While abroad, In 1902, when 
she was only 14. she. with none except 
her maid and guides, took a perilous 
trip from St- Mortis Into the high 
mountains toward Italy. She ascended 
that. Dtavolezxa, crossed the Peru gla¬ 
cier an# descended Morteratsrh glacier, 
a real feat In mountain climbing.

Polk, of Nashville, granddaughter of 
Bishop Polk, who was killed In the 
Civil War. 

"From his mother, the Marquis _?yiU 
receive large estates In the South. 
The future* Baroness de Charette will 
control three lovely homes—a magnifi¬ 
cent Parisian n;>artment. a villa at 
Cannes and a charming chateau In 
Brittany, which for 800 years has been 
the home of the de Charettes. It is 
at Basso L’Motte. near St. Malo."

T HE dairy fnrmere* In the country 
around New York are going to 
have an opportunity to work 
with th© “farmer*” in the city 
in organising a model milk com¬ 
pany. The Idea of the new com¬ 
pany la t<> provide mean* for ex¬ 
tending the babies’ milk dep©t* In New 
York and to try *nit a method of milk 
production that will enable th© ordi¬ 
nary farmer to supply good, clean mll)c 
at a price that the poor of the city can 
afford. 

Up to the present time, th© New 
York Milk Committee believes that re¬ 
formers have approached the problem 
of Improving the milk supply entirely 
too much from the city standpoint, and 
have concerned themselves with milk 
production mainly through ordinances, 
legislation and th© expensive operation 
of making certified milk. Out of the 
two million quart* of milk which come 
to New York dally, how’ever. only about 
15.000 quarts are certified. The price 
of this milk Is prohibitive for all but 
th© well-to-do. In seeking to Improve 
the rest of the supply two remedies 
hav© lHM*n offered: 

First — Wholesale pa*t©urlxatJon. 
which has been opposed hv many on 
the ground that It would put th© pro¬ 
ducer of dirty milk on an equal foot¬ 
ing with the producer of clean milk 
and thereby postpone the Institution of 
desired sanitary reforms. 

Second -Inspection at the source of 
supply, which 1 * approved by all. but 
Is felt to be Inadequate, owing to the 
prevalence of tuberculosis among dairy 
h©rdf. and the magnitude of supervis¬ 
ing the production of milk at 35.000 
farms, with a limit©d force of Inspect¬ 
ors. 

A* stated In h letter written to Mr 
N&than Straus on October 15, 1908. the 
5111k Committee believes that the solu¬ 
tion of the milk problem I* to be found 
neither In one of these expedients nor 
th© other, but In both of thejn. It also 
believe* that clean milk, even under 
Improved condition* enn be produced at 
a much lower cost tlmn th© fancy arti- 
clo which now- comes from a few herd*. 


This belief Is based upon careful ex¬ 
periment* cfirrled out by Dr. Charles 
E. North and Dr. A. H. f^ewart. bac¬ 
teriologist of th© Department of Health 
In Philadelphia, w’hlch demonstrated 
two facts; 

First—That the* wide, open-mouthed 
milk pail used by the ordinary farmer, 
I* a veritable depository for bacjpria 
of the worst description. 

Second—That taking such Important 
sterilizing milk palls, cans and other 
receptacles out of the farmer's hands 
and having them performed with sur¬ 
gical accuracy at some central place 
like a creamery, at once eliminates the 
many sources of milk Infection on 
dairy farms such y«* Infected water 
supplies. Imperfect drainage, etc. Milk 
drawn from the same cow Into the 
farmer'* own bread-mouthed pall, 
wooshed after his own method, con¬ 
tained from an average of I 20 , 0 fifi to 
140.000 bncteri*. while milk drawn into 
a narrow-mouthed pall absolutely ster¬ 
ilised ut a central creamery nnd cov¬ 
ered with clean* strainer cloth, con¬ 
tained frot(» 150 to 4.900 bacteria per 
cubic* centimeter The conclusion that 
Dr North reached was, that If th© 
farmer could be persuaded to us© a 
narrow-mouthed milk pall, the steriliz¬ 
ing of which, together with other Im¬ 
portant sanitary operations, could be 
don© nt a central creamery, milk av¬ 
eraging less than 10.000 bacteria, that 
Is to ray. equal In Us bacteriological 
content to certified milk, could b© 
drawn from the ordinary cow with lit¬ 
tle or no change from e^tabllahed con¬ 
ditions. 

Th© model milk company tvhlrh the 
Milk Committee Ik organizing, proposes 
to purchase a creamery where all palls 
and vessels used by farmers will be 
thoroughly sterilized and will be given 
out to them tightly cov©r©d when they 
bring in th© milk for shipment. Options 
on several creameries have already 
been secured at price* ranging from 
$1,500 to $2,500 

Inasmuch as the adoption of sanitary 
measure* and th© testing of cattle for 
tuberculosis are matters of cost, th© 
company will offer one advance In prlc© 
for th© observance of simple sanitary 
measures, and another advance In 
price for th© tuberculin testing of hcnla 


for tuberculosis and the removal of 
tuberculosis cattle from th© herds. It 
does not expect nil of Its patrons to 
apply the tuberculin test and adopt 
sanitary measures at the start, but it 
does beltrv© that an advance In th© 
price of milk will Induce them to Insti¬ 
tute tlies© reforms. 

That part of the milk which comes 
from cattle which hav© not l»ecn tested 
with tuberculin will be pasteurized and 
sold at a lower price than th© better 
article. A market for the company's 
milk will b* found through the seven 
infants* milk depot* now maintained 
by the Milk Committee. These depots, 
which on Jun© 15 completed their flret 
year of existence, already are providing 
mlllc to 710 babies—this In spite of the 
fact that th©y are open only from 9 
until 12 o’clock In th© morning, that 
their facilities for tnllk distribution are 
inadequate, and that they have dealt 
with only one article, namely, modified 
milk. 

Tills success ha* been due, not only 
to the excellent quality of milk dis¬ 
tributed. which has produced remark¬ 
able results Among th© bqbles who 
have used It. but also to the educa¬ 
tional work among mothers which has 
been curried on by the doctors and 
nurses connected with tho depot*. As 
a result of this education, even th© 
most Ignorant mothers have com© to 
sacrifice In order to get an article 
which will save the lives of their lit¬ 
tle one*. In establishing new' depot*, 
physicians *md ntir*©* will be provided, 
but they will not be mad© a charge on 
the company. 

What price wilt he placed upon th© 
milk sold In these depots by th© com¬ 
pany has not been determined. In¬ 
deed. the fixing of this price Is one of 
th© most Interesting parts of the ex¬ 
periment. At the start, th© price of 
the whole milk, from tuberculin test¬ 
ed cow's, probably will be ©Ight cent* 
a quart. This same milk, modified 
probably will be sold In graduated 
feeding* at the rat© of thirteen cents 
a quart. 

Milk will be sold raw’ nnd pasteur¬ 
ized, according to the prescription of 
the physician*. This, the committee 
believes, l* a natural and automatic 
way of .•-cttling the problem of the nu- 
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t.itlonal value of pasteurized and raw 
tnllk. In addition to the modified milk 
and the whole milk, raw and pasteur¬ 
ized, the company will also sell a 
cheaper milk coming from those cow* 
whl^h have not been tested with tuber¬ 
culin. and In making which the farm¬ 
ers have not complied with th* sani¬ 
tary rules laid down by the company.

Its 
agents have the authority to axrest any 
person guilty of torturing or mistreat¬ 
ing any anlmaL There are three of 
these agents In the city of Louisville. 
They are Mr. Tynan, who Is tho so¬ 
ciety's agent for Jefferson county, and 
Patrolmen Fowler and lAwler, who 
gt\»e their whole time to the society's 
work In the city. 


The offloe of the Kentucky Human# 
Society la at the city hall, at Sixth and 
Jefferson Ft recta The telephone num¬ 
bers are Main 37 for the Cumberland 
and 37 for the Home telephone. If you 
see any driver cruelly lashing a hor&e 
or mule or heating It with a stick, or 
driving on animal that ha* Fores on Its 
body, or in any way mistreating it, 
you should notice tho name of the own¬ 
er of the wagon and telephone, 
with your parents' permission, to the 
office of the Kentucky Humane So¬ 
ciety, at the city hall, reporting the 
case.

M UKDEN. Manchuria, July 3. 

—I ajn in Mukden, the capi¬ 
tal of Manchuria. It Is a 
city of a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion, lying twelve hours by express 
train almost due north of Dalny, and 
twenty hours or more south of the Rus¬ 
sian frontier. By the Imperial Chinese 
railway it Is twenty-six hours from 
Peking and Just twelve hours from 
Shanhalkwan. at the eastern end of 
the great Chinese wall. It Is the big¬ 
gest city of Asia, lying north of 
Peking, and Is one of the roost Im¬ 
portant of the whole Chinese empire. 
It Is the home of the Manchus, and the 
birthplace of the dynasty which now 
rules the 400,000,000 * Chinese. It has 
scores of noble Manchu families, and 
it furnishes a large proportion of the 
Chinese officials. 

Mukden is emphatically a Manchu 
town It makes one think of the Tar¬ 
tar section of Peking, except that It Is 
better laid out and its streets are 
smoother and cleaner. The city has 
two great walls about It. The outer 
one Is of mud and is thirteen miles 
long. The Inner Is about four miles 
In length, and it incloses a circle of 
houses a mile or so wide, comprising 
the old Tartar camp of the past 
# • • 

Encircled By Big Walls. 


The Inner walls are of brick They 
are forty feet high and so wide that 
two two- horse wagons could be driven 
abreast upon them. They run In an 
almost perfect circle around the inner 
city being entered by eight gates, each 
of which ha* waited tnclosurea about It, 
*0 that you wind In and out going 
through The Manchus do not believe 
In rtnugLt ru*us, for they think that 
evil spirits may be lost or turned back 
by the windings. j 

The most Important part of Mukden 
Is the Inner city. This contains the 
palaces of the Emperor of China. In 
which are stored fortunes in jewels 
and precious stones, wonderful carv¬ 
ings In silver and porcelain, worth 
their weight in gold. Tffi? palaces rise 
high above the rest of the city. They 
are great temple-like buildings, with 
curved roots of the imperial yellow. 
Their woodwork is painted In bright 
red and green, and is wonderfully 
carved. The roofs are of porcelain, and 
the yellow tiles shine Uke gold under 
the sun. For months last year the 
palaces were filled with walling offi¬ 
cials. who went there day after day 
to weep for the Emperor and the old 
Empress Dowager 

Mukden Is the seat of the Viceroy of 
Manchuria. The palaces of this man are 
larger than those of the Emperor. They 
cover. I should say. a naif dozen acres, 
and contain hundreds of officials, in 
addition to the Viceroy himself. Tartar 
soldiers with guns In their hands stand 
at the gates and richly-dressed Man¬ 
chus may be seen going in and out at 
any hour of the day The Viceroy s 
palaces are of modern construction. 
They are Immense one and two-story 
buildings, surrounded by walls twenty- 
live feet In height. They are of choco- 


late-eqjored brick, well constructed, and 
are among the finest buildings north of 
the Himalaya Mountains. 

I should Uke to give you a view of 
Mukden from the great Drum Tower 
which cuts the two main streets at one 
comer. This tower is about one hun¬ 
dred feet high. It rises from a pedestal 
fifty feet wide, through which two 
tunnel-Uke roadways cross at right 
angles. In passing It this morning I 
noticed the wicket gate open, and with¬ 
out asking permission I slipped In. I 
found two nights of stairs with high, 
narrow steps, up which I climbed slow¬ 
ly to a great drum which la hung 
among the pigeon roosts under the roof. 

Suppose you stand there beside mo 
and look over the city. Below us ex¬ 
tending out to the wall on all sides Is 
a gray mass of low' one-story brick 
buildings which cover at least 1.000 
acre*. Through It run wide streets 
cutting each other at right angles, and 
over the whole rise the red walls and 
yellow roofs of the imperial palaces 

The common buildings are of the 
same architecture. They are of gray 
brtek with ridge roofs of hlack tiles, the 
round comb of each root sloping up 
Into little horns at the ends. The 
wider streets are lined with stores, and 
these have double roofs, so regularly 
fitted from house to house that they 
form a sharp valley, hanked with tiles, 
running through the air along the road¬ 
way from one end of the city to the 
other. 

Flowing up and down the street Is 
a wide stream of white, blue and black, 
made by the clothes of the people as 
they go back and forth. There are 
cart* and horses by scores, and the 
scenes are a* busy as In the busiest 
cities in China. Mukden is one of the 
richest places of the whole empire It 
has a vast trade, and its people are on 
tho go from daylight to dark 
• • • 

The Street Traffic. 


Some of the cabs have outriders 
wearing white hats and red plumes; 
and now and then thero Is a foreign 
carriage with coachman and footman 
In livery. The town has some 
droschkles left by tho Russians, the 
horses of which have great hoops over 
their shoulders. There are numerous 
jlnriklshas brought In by the Japanese. 
Thero are also huge wheelbarrows 

g ushed by sweating Chinese, and last 
ut not least, I must mention the long 
three-seated buckboard of the Astor 
Hotel. This was brought to Mukden 
by an American patent medicine inan. 
and for a long time It had the name 
of President Roosevelt p&lnted upon 
one of Its sides. It is now the hotel 
Uus, and It makes dally trips to the 
railroad station four miles away. 

• • • 

Among the Tartar*. 


No one con go through the streets 
of Mukden and not be impressed by 
Its busin«»ss. There are miles of one- 
story booths, back of which or* ware¬ 
houses filled with tine goods. There 
are streets of fur stores and streets 
devoted to the making and selling of 
•liver, copper an«l brass. There or* 
long black switches of human hair of 
the length of one's arm. Each switch 
Js divided Into three strands, so that 
they can easily be braided together, 
forming a beautiful queue. Many Chi¬ 
nese men ore inclined to baldness, and 
they buy this hair to braid into their 
few remainlnlng locks, thus making a 
false pigtail of luxuriant growth. 
Sometimes black silk is used for this 
purpose. 

• • • 

Many Kinds of Shoes. 

Mukden has a large trade in hats, 
caps and shoes. There are winter shoes 
and summer shoes, shoes for working¬ 
men and shoes for officials. There are 
men's boots of leather, men’s boots of 
felt, and creation* of all sorts lu silk, 
satin and fine leather for women. The 


Mt shoo#! have soles an Inch or more 
thick, with uppers whose thickness will 
average a quarter of an inch. They 
look clumsy and heavy, but are won¬ 
derfully light and remarkably cheap. 
The coolies wear shoes of leather, 
much like moccasins, and the officials 
have high boots of black silk and vel¬ 
vet. V 

The shoe m*r hunts display their 
wares on the sidewalk*, and there the 
cobbler sits and mends your boots 
while you wait. Near my hotel a wood¬ 
en boot U hung out as a sign. It Is 
painted white, green and red. and Is 
quit* at big as the shoe In which tha 
old woman lived with all of her chil¬ 
dren. 

And then the raps of Mukden! They 
are of all kinds, and can be seen by 
the hundreds on any main street. They 
are stacked up outside upon shelves, 
which nr* laid up along the walls of 
the buildings. They are made of fur. 
silk and felt, with rolls which can l>© 
turned down to cover the cars. There 
lire also hut and cap stores, and places 
where fur ear-tab* are sold. 

• • • 

Hot Water Peddled. 

One of the queerest of the Mukdea. 
street sounds Is a shrill whistle which 
may be heard in almost every block. 
It is long and loud and continuous. 
Still, It took me some time to learn 
whence It came. At ilrst I thought it 
might bo the whistles those people tie 
to the tails of their pigeons to scare 
off t!.» hawks; but I afterward learned 
it was the advertising cry of the hot- 
water peddler. Think of selling hot 
water on the streets as a business! 
This Iff the occupation of many men 
In Mukden. They have great Tartar 
samovars made llko gigantic tea ket¬ 
tles. These kettle* have a stovepipe 
In the middle, connecting with another 
pipe which runs in from the side near 
the bottom. In the latter pipe some 
charcoal is lighted. As it burns the 
pipe warms the water, and the steam 
Is forced out not through the spout* 
but through an opening on top in which 
Is a whistle, of the same shape as the 
two-penny affair used by our school- 
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“ter City Has Tortuous Entries To Keep Out Bad

Dog Farms a Source of Profit. 
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But let us crawl down the steps and 
take a walk through the streets. The 
Manchus ore quiet, and we can go 
where we please. We shall have to 
pick.our way. however, and must now 
and then Jump Into the store* to keep 
from being crushed by the crowd. In 
addition to the freight carts carrying 
bean cakes, coal, grain and all eorts 
of merchandise, hauled by donkey* and 
mules, single or double or three or four 
tandem, there are Innumerable pleas¬ 
ure vehicles, great two-wheeled cabs 
without springs, covered with blue cot¬ 
ton, drawn by superb mules, which go 
on the trot. 


The crowd on the streets Is far dif¬ 
ferent from that of the cities of China. 
These Manchus are not like the small¬ 
boned, sawed-off Celestials w* have In. 
America, with yellow complexions, snub 
noses and eyes which look out of but¬ 
ton-hole slits in their faces. They all 
have more or less Manchu blood and 
many look llko pure Tartars. They re¬ 
mind one of our American Indians. 
’They are giants in comparison with the 
people of Canton. I see many men who 
are six feet tall, with big frames, heavy 
bones and large heads, fastened to 
broad, full shoulders. Their com¬ 
plexions ore more like copper than 
cream; their eyes seem wider apart 
and their noses are often quite promi¬ 
nent. They are not unfriendly looking; 
and as a rule they do not run when 
w* point our cameras their way. 

Tho Mukden women are big-framed 
and broad-hipped, and they stand 
straight as they walk along the streets 
with a swing. Their feet are not bound 
like those of the Chinese women, nor 
do they fear to look a man In the face. 

Indeed, they seem to dress for the 
■treeta And surh dressing! They 
wear pantaloons, but over thero long 
coats coming down to tho ankles. Tho 
coats are often of silk, lined with fur. 
Every girl paints her cheek* and eye¬ 
lids with rouge, and her head is more 
gorgeously dressed than those of any 
other women of Asia She has a sil¬ 
ver framework, which rises over her 
crown like the comb of a rooster, and 
about this she twists her Mack locks 
in & gorgeous creation. The marcel 
wave of the pompadour would be Pu¬ 
ri ton like In Mukden. 

Somo of th© women have plates of 
silver, gold or other metal, ten Inches 
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MANCHU COOLIEBL 

boys. The steam blows the whistle 
and the boiling water thus advertises 
Itself. The people come to such men 
wJth their tea kettles and gruel. They 
pay a fraction of a cent for enough to 
make tea for a family, and thus save 
the expense of keeping a fire. 

A great many of the Manchu cook¬ 
ing utensils are made of brass or cop¬ 
per. Not far from the Drum Tower is 
a long street devoted to the brass- 
smiths. Hero are blocks of brass 
stores. In each of which a half dozen 
men In blue jackets and trousers sit 
before low* anvils and pound out brass 
pots, wash tiosins and dishes. They 
make brass chafing boxes with holes 
Innumerable peddlers, who go along 
crying their wares, and places where 
the goods are put out in the open dur¬ 
ing the day and taken In at night. Some 
of the latter are odd, as, for instance, 
the peddlers selling false pigtails. Each 
of these has a white cotton sheet 
stretched taut over a framework of 
bamboo. This Is leaned against the 
wall of a house where the crowd is 
the thickest. Upon it are pinned many 
below them for charcoal Incense burn¬ 
ers. candlestick* and the great brass 
gongs whkdi are used by the manda¬ 
rins to warn the common people to 
get out of their way when they ride 
through the town. Beyond this Js a 
street of silversmiths' shops, where one 
can find gorgeous hairpin* and brace¬ 
lets of silver decorated wKh enamel. 
Such wares are sold by weight, tho 
extra charge over the actual weight 
of the sliver being for the workman¬ 
ship. 


A BIG BOOTSHOP SION. 


Minv rjch furs are used for linings, 
tn* otitsrilea being of brocaded aatin 
or silk • r other material* There are 
aIao rug. of various sizes and fura for 
sa le to f > reign dealers, such as sable 
and fox There are buyers who come 
her* from all parts of Asia, and large 
*1 ipir.ont* are made every winter to 
Shanghai. Tientsin and Peeking 

During the coldest weather tho Tar- 
ti In tt * northern part of the empire 
wear almost nothing else but furs of 
ore kind or another. The coolies have 
suite -»f »he*psklns and goatskins, 
wt .le he nabobs w-ear foxsklns, mink 
anu x-ihh The Manchu houses are 
poorly bentifd. and fur-lined clothes are 
worn Indoors and out. As a rule the 
best furs are exported. I had thought 
to have bought an overcoat here, but 
am laid foot I can purchase one at a 
m^rh lower price in Peking.

Skin* Sent To America. 


Fur and Tanneries. 
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GREAT DRUM TOWER, MUKDEN. 


This place I* one of the chief fur 
markets of Asia The country above 
Mukden swarm* with wild animals, and 
their raw' skins and fura are brought 
hero for sale. There are more than 
forty tanneries in and about the city, 
and one sees bather and fur stores 
everywhere. The fur shops are all 
open. The skins are displayed Just as 
they come from the Tannery and also 
sewed together In the shape of the 
mandarin coat. Such a coat Is large 
•nd full, the fur being afterward cut 
and fitted to tho shape of the wearer. 


As to the extent of tho fur trade. It 
is enormous. In addition to the vast 
quantity jned by the natives several 
hundred .’ousand skins are annually 
export* ^ a large part of the product 
goes to A -rica, and among tho things 
sent the. ire thousands of dogskin 
mats ar.'* logskin rugs, as well as 
hales of ; Urrel tails nnd fox tails for 
muff* and ■ U decoration.

by strangulation, for the reason that a 
knife might Injure the fur. The dogs 
of the cities are treated In the same 
way. I see many in Mukden to-day 
which I doubt not will be turned Into 
American rug* In the next year or so. 

The peopTe here look upon dogs as so 
much live stock, and bitterly resent 
their being killed on the ground of 
hydrophobia or for sanitary reasons. 
At the close of the Russian war when 
the Japanese took possession of Muk¬ 
den they cornered the dog market, nnd 
mad** something like $50,000 In sellln*| 
the skins. The scheme was originated 
by a party of Japanese traders, who 
are charged with bribing certain of 
their military officials Into passing an 
order that all the dogs of the city 
should be destroyed on the ground of 
hydrophobia. This order enabled their 
own killers to accompany them and 
thus they got posysslon of the skins, 
which numbered dbm* 20.000 or sou 
Among these were many pet dogs. The 
people would not stand suefc, an out¬ 
rage to-day.

Even* fear years a new' magician 
comes along w|{h an ingenious varia¬ 
tion from tho tricks of his predecessors, 
but the principle remains the same. If 
the boxes or trunks were as impene¬ 
trable as they seem, no one could get 


Into them. And this article, by a man 
who knows the trick from A to Z. tells 
Just how the spectators are fooled.

T HE rolic* are supposed to have 
discovered that Dhlngra. tho 
murderer of Sir William Gur- 
zon Wyllie. was a member of 
the gecret society calling Itself the 
Sons of Siva, says Pearson's Weekly 
(London).

His nee!. »s gar’anded with human 
skulls, am! the rrident In his hands Is 
ornamented with other human relies 
He destroy* r -t only nil created 
things, but even other gods. who. 
when they offend him. have been burnt 
up by a flash of fire from his central 
eye. Their ashes he rubs over his 
bodj\ and this account the use of 
ashes is of great Importance In his 
worship. 

He is also the lord of demons and 
dancers, and in this character he 
haunts cemeteries, attended by a 
troupe of Imps, and dances furiously 
with his wife. Kail. 

His wife Is no leas terrible, for she 
Is the patron of thieves and murderers. 
It was in her honor that the Thugs 
carried on their campaign of murdt r, 
knowing neither pity nor remorse. 

Her most devoted worshipers call 
her the Man-eater, and represent her 
as quaffing huge draughts of blood. 

The story of h«nv «sho became the 
patroness of the Thugs is on** of the 
nmet strange and terrible in Hindu 
mythology 

L>ng years ago the world was in¬ 
fested by a monstrous demon, who dc- 


voured mankind as fast as they were 
created. He was so hig that even when 
lie stood in the deepest pools of the 
ocean the water reached only to his 
waist. Kali destroyed this demon by

Of recent years Thuggee is under¬ 
stood to have become extinct; hut ru¬ 
mors have been whl a pored that It is 
gradually regaining lost ground, and 
that the a»MA*ttns of English officials 
are regarded by th* natives as be¬ 
ing under ihe pruieeiion of and inspired 
by the gods. 
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THE GLOOMY SIDE OF ELLIS ISLAND. 


Y OU come close to things on Ellis 
Island. You rub elbows with 
grief, hate. fear. love. But 
principally you arc close to de¬ 
spair. siiys u writer in the New York 
Evening Mall. 

You feel it in the corridors of the 
Government immigration station, a hall 
of despair in itself; hear It in the 
babble of strange tongues about you; 
see it in the faces that go carelessly 
from the ships to the inspection rooms, 
and from the inspection rooms to th* 
detention rooms, and tnen frequently 
back to the outgoing ship* again, where 
it Is strongest 

In a measure Ihe attitude of the 
stolid beings that receive and distribute 
this great mass of human drirtwood is 
shared by people In general w'ho know 
httle of the Atmosphere of Ellis Island. 

Look Into the Government station on 
a crowded day. Dow*n in the damp 
room of one of the charity bureaus a 
tall, handsome woman, neatly dressed 
tn 4)lack. brushes past you as you en¬ 
ter. 

In her hand is an object w’bich she 
pushes from her with a curious sweep¬ 
ing motion and then quickly draw* 
back As curiosity is aroused, and you 
follow her Into the corridor, you recog¬ 
nize it ns a tintype of a little girl. 

"You take a few Mep< uTter the wo¬ 
man, when glte *uddtntty halts, turns 




about nnd starts toward you. You no¬ 
tice her eyes are large and round and 
vacant, and you step aside to let her 
pass, for she does not see you. You 
notice a red thread on her hand where 
the sharp edge of the tintype has cut 
Into the flesh. 

"Sho takes perhaps a dox*n st*^«» 
then turns and again advances upoa 

you,»and again you move w . *, 
pass. And always sh* move* b* r h 1 
In that curious sweeping motion. Y'ou 
ask an attendant If she is In.suie 

"Humph!" he replies, "(lot an Im¬ 
migrant, and can't git It In." 

Up on the next floor nn a'ged man 
hurries by yon. muttering something 
and w*aving his arms, and then you 
reach the superintendent's office. A 
sad-faced German Is bending over a 
table, behind which sits a clerk About 
the room stand or crouch a score of 
gaunt, strangely-clothed men and wo¬ 
men. The-air Is fetid. 

The clerk asks the man whom he 
wants to &**. The reply comes In Ger¬ 
man. and the names and ages denote 
two little girls. 

"Do you want to see them now?" 
asks the clerk. 

An Affirmative reply. 

"Well, why do you want to see 
them?" 

Tho hand of the man clutches tho 
table, and his eyes light up. 

• Why?" lie repeat*, in German, with 


hoarse voice. "Because they are my 
children." 

Down in the detention wards, where 
visitors are seldom allowed, you open a 
heavy door on a dr*ary chamber In 
which are wooden benches about the 
wall. Fifty men sit or recline at va¬ 
rious Intervals, their heads sunk for¬ 
ward on their hands or bowed on their 
chests, with their arms hanging at their 
sides. 

You enter and look into the face of 
each, but not one of them returns your 
glAnce. Some look away, some remain 
motionless. Others shift their feet slow¬ 
ly. w't'Srily. 

There is no light of countenance, no 
look of curiosity at your visit, no an¬ 
swering smite, for this Is the cage in 
which Is kept those that are to he de¬ 
parted. 

Across the hall Is tho special Inquiry 
room, where men and women look 
through wlr* netting at you with ago¬ 
nized fear in their faces. Thtir fate 
Is yet In doubt, and they still cling to 
hope. 

Beyond Is the women's deportation 
room A calico-clad Italian sways a 
squalling baby at her breast, but her 
eyes are on the floor. A rugged little 
girl whimper* somewhere along the 
benches. Save for that nnd an oc¬ 
casions! shuffle of feet when an old 
crone moves un«vt«tly on her bench, it 
is silent, with the bllslit of despair. 


packed to the doors. Halifax hasn't 
much to talk about, and all the wise 
ones, who had been discussing th* pros 
and cons of my father’s offer, were on 
hand to he able tn say. "I tohl you so." 

About the middle of the performance 
the preliminary’ announcements were 
made, and then three of the most ac¬ 
complished tars that Halifax afforded 
set to work on the trunk. They were 
Engllhh ssilors and the w*ay they went 
ot that trunk set the audience wild. 

One of them had several huge pad¬ 
locks and another an anilful of tarred 
rope. The padlocks were quickly 
snapped on w'hero the Jolly tars 
thought they would do the most good, 
and over the whole was then slipped 
a cloth cover which my father had 
provided. 

Then the fun b»*gan In real earnest. 
The aforesaid Jolly tacs got busy w*ith 
the turrbd rope. They hitched nnd 
hauled and tied and knotted till the 
trunk looked like a pile of tarred rope. 

Meanwhile the audience was already 
beginning to say. "I told you s*." Hali¬ 
fax had made up its mind that the 
thing couldn't he done. 

And when those sailors got through 
th* trunk viis a real work of art. For 
almost three-quarters of nn hour they 
had amused themselves hy ty ng ail 
sorts of knots guaranteed not to slip, 
and. tts a finishing touch, t^ey «eol<» \ 
tljose knots which they considered most 
important. 

When they were through they were 
very much overh*ated and corre¬ 
spondingly self-satisfied And ns they 
regarded their work with pardonable 
pride th* assistant who was to fnter 
the trunk got chills in his pedal ex¬ 
tremities. 

In a woebegone manner he w'hls- 
pered, "Professor, no one could enter 
that trunk within tw-o hours." Not 
having any time to lose, my father 
pushed him to one aid*, removed his 
coat, stepped to the trunk and gave a 
signal, whefleupon the cabinet was 
placed around him and the trunk.

Sent* curlu»:i.v-hunt«ira claim for *«hc 
vegetable an Egyptian ancestry. For 
all we can prove to the contrary. It may 
have been one of the coni, and hence 
"kindly fruits of the earth." for which 
the Israelites pined vainly In the desert 
along with leeks, onions and melons. 

The encyclopedias go on to assert that 
•*the tomato was Unown only ae a curi¬ 
osity in the United States until shout 
W3C.’* Acting upon this assertion, a 
critic took rue sharply to task for nam¬ 
ing U as an Ingredient In a "Bruns¬ 
wick stew." described in my "Judith s 
Chronicle of Old Virginia." the date of 
which story Is given as UC3-&. 

In verification of my chronology, and 
in respectful d<*nur to the learned com¬ 
piler of dates add facts. 1 submit recipes 
from “Tha Virginia ' Housewife." by 
Murcia RaAdolpb. published In n gy Said 
recipes called for "tomatas" (sic) and 
Append no explanation of the word. It 
Is evident that the estimable fruit-vege- 
table was In common use upon the table 
of the notable Virginia housemother of 
that*gemration. I may add-that I made 
•ure of this before writing that particu¬ 
lar chapter of my "Chronicle." Old 
housekeepers told me of having cooked 
and eaten stewed tomstoes before U2S.

"It U nutritious and wholesome, with 
laxative and antiscorbutic properties." 
writes ’on© authority upon horticulture 
and pomology. Doctors "away down 
Mouth in Dixie" prescribed it flfty-odd 
years ago as a mild subklltute for the 
calomel which was then administered 
In what seems to us murderous quanti¬ 
ties. I recollect picking the yellow and 
red egg and plurn tomatoes In my 
father's garden and eating them out of 
hand In years when late frosts bad cut 
short the fruit crop and the system 
craved the grateful anti-febrile add. 


Aud that I was encouraged by our fam¬ 
ily physician to partake freely of the 
"substitute.** 

1 have yet to see the man. woman or 
child w<Ui whom the tomato dtsagrres. 
Eaten raw. with a French or mayon¬ 
naise dressing, or choked in some one of 
the wsys commended by our best cook 
books, it should form a part of summer 
and of winter family fare. In further 
recommendation of the valuable and 
amiable esculent, let me refer to a test 
of "cannrd soods" made at my Instance 
five years a Jo by members of our scien¬ 
tific staff chief amonr these standing 
one who early In the history of our de¬ 


partment. won for himself ths honorary 
title of **Our Court eoue Consulting 
Chemist." I recall, as one item In the 
analyses made by this colaborer, that he 
detectod In three spoonfuls of preserved 
(canned) pears enough salicylic cuHd to 
dose an adult I recall, more gratefully, 
that not one of our experts reported the 
presence of "preservative" drugs In can¬ 
ned tomatoes. They may bs found In 
some brands, but not In any of those 
that have been tested and reported upon 
to us. 

The tomato is »o easily cultivated-* 
sustaining Its reputation for amiability 
here, likewise—that one wonders not to 
see It more frequently In the small 
patches that pass for city gardens, 
Olven a trellis or a wire netting sgainst 
a brick or stone wall or a board fence, 
and good soli, with a fair allowance of 
water aryl sunshine, and the vines clam¬ 
ber fast and lushly. One good woman I 
know starts her tomato vines In a box 
set In her laundry' window early la Jan¬ 
uary. They are sturdy plants by the 
May day. when she considers it safe to 
transfer them to her back yard; after 
which she has delicious tomatoes In 
abundance for her family until the frost 
cuts them down In late October. 

Hardly a week passes In the which I 
do not lesrn of some new and attractive 
way of preparing our vegetable for the 
table. One was brought to me last week 
from a "swell" luncheon party by a 
woman who Is as keen as myself In ths 
quest for new and better ways of doing 
old things 

It was served as ths Initiatory "appe¬ 
tizer ’ of the feast. 

Tomatoes Stuffed With Sardines. 

Beloct large ripe tomatoes of uniform 
size and pare them carefully with a 
sharp knife. Set on the Ice lo harden. 


and cut out the hearts neatly, leaving 
the walls whole. Prepare ths filling by 
skinning boneless sardines and laying 
them upon tissue paper to absorb the 
oil. Then scrape as you would pick cod¬ 
fish for "balls." and work In* a little 
lemon Juice and a dash or white pepper. 
Toss and work with a silver fork until 
smooth, and fill the cavities left In the 
tomatoes with the mixture. 

The combination of flavors ta very 
pleasant 

Tomato and Shrimp Salad. 

This dish I believe to have been orig¬ 
inal with me. I had never heard of It 
until I prepared end aet H before won¬ 
dering eyea that were glad after the 
■sled was tasted—then devoured. 

Prepare the tomatoes aa directed tn 
the preceding recipe. Set the hollowed 
tomatoes in the Ice after filling them 
with canned or freah (cooked) shrimps. 
Arrange ths shrimps neatly, the becks 
upward, and pack closely. Juat before 
serving put a spoonful of mayonnaise 
dressing upon the top of each. 

Tomatoes With Whipped Cream 
Dressing. 

This. too. I might heve held, even to 
this day, to be an original device of my 
own. had I not chanced, awhile ago, to 
meet with it In Elizabeth Fennell'# de¬ 
lightful melange of culinary lore and 
poetic fantasies. "The Feasts of Lu- 
cullua." It was. then, coincidence, and 
not plagiarism, when l evolved the com¬ 
bination from my brain. 

Pare the tomqtoee. halve each and 
set In the Ice until chilled to the 
heart When you are ready to serve, 
heap whipped creqm — chilled—upon 
each half, having first sprinkled It 
with salt and yet more lightly with 
white or with sweet pepper. 


Tou may doubt my word that you 
will find It delicious Try It and com¬ 
plain If you do not like It 

Tomatoes With Mayonnaise. 

Pare and cut out the hearts. Set 
on Ice until they are very cold. Serve 
with mayonnaise filling the cavities 
Pass heated crackers and cream 
cheese with It as # a satkd course at 
luncheon or eupper. 

Tomatoes Stuffed With Green Corn. 

This Is also a salad. Tare as above, 
and extract the hearts. Fill with green 
corn that has been boiled on the cob. 
then cut off and left to get perfect¬ 
ly cold. In serving, cover with mayon¬ 
naise or with a simpler French dr«ss- 

!nr. 

Baked Stuffed Tomatoes. 

Select large, fair tomatoea and. 
without peeling, cut a piece from the 
top and ixcavate from the center. Mix 
with the pulp thus extracted one- 
third as much fine, dry breadcrumbs; 
season with melted butter, a few 
drops of onion Juice and pepper and 
salt. Stuff the hollowed tomatoes full 
with this, fit the tops on and arrange 
In a bakedlsh. pouring about them 
the Juice that escaped from the to¬ 
matoes when you dug out the pulp. 
Put a tiny bit of butter upon each 
and baka covered. Serve in the dish 
In which thsy were cooked. 

You may. if you like, substitute 
boiled green corn for the crumbs. 
This is a nice accompaniment to roast 
meat or fish. •

Tho cover was clamped down and the 
pot set over the fire.

1 
forget to say that a toblespoonful of 
tomato catsup w.» stirred Into the 
stock- One of iho hoys—an Inveterate 
Dickcnxtte—quoted. in passing back'his 
plate for a second help:

•aid tho landlord, smacking hie lips, 
'and peas, cauliflowers, new potatoes 
and spur? owe roof.* tmacktng them 
again. *.<71 working up together In one 
delicious gravy.* ** 

l came home dtvl ordered n fireless 
ccoker of the pattern to which w« 
owed the triumph' of culinary art over 
circumstance* Wv have used it dally 
ever since. For eonpe it la Incompara¬ 
ble: In the concoction of ragouts end 
stews, ditto. As a saver of the house¬ 
wife's time, vital forces and temper, 
and of fuel, be St gas or coal, it cannot 


be too highly lauded. 

The twentieth century housemother le 
to be congratulated that the blessing 
has come to her, and that it la fast 
finding ita way Into general use.

In lands where pineapples ore 
cultivated thsy*will tell you that, when 
In perfection, the fruit may be eaten 
from the shell with a spoon, and that It 
will not bear transportation in the un¬ 
cooked state.

SALTED ALMONDS 


E VERY ote knows how nloo tt Is 
to havx uno suited aJmonds In 
ths house; and there are two ways 
of browning these, either of which will 
bo found easy. 

First, of course, the almonds must be 
blar cbed. and thle you may do by pour¬ 
ing bulling water upon them, after the 
ehells have been removed, and allow¬ 
ing them to soak for ten mlnutee. or 
even !*?*•. Too lung soaking softens them. 
Thtn rinse In cold water and the skins 
will be found to be quite loose and easy 
to remove. 

This don*, the first method of brown¬ 
ing them Is to scatter them In a pan In 
which has been melted one-half ura- 
spoonful of good butter, and put them 


In the oven until delicately browned. 
You must ue very careful that they 
do not bum, for they brown very quick¬ 
ly, and too hot an oven would make tho 
result very precortoua. 

When done, put them In a colander, 
sprinkle table suit upon th**tn and shake 
them well bofore laying them out on a 
plate to dry. 

The second way la to pour one-third 
cupful of ollro oil in a frying-pan. and 
when hot rut In enough almonde to 
cover the bottom of the pan. When 
these have become a light brown, on 
the top of tho stove in this cast, iklm 
them from the oil. spread on a brown 
paper -to dry and spnnkls them tgith 
table sa.L 


Walnut Catsup. 


[By Requeet.) 

fr»iect the young walnuts that are 
tender enough to be pierced with a tvee- 
dl*. Prick each one tn several places 
and lay all In a crock with a handful 
of salt to svery two dozen nuts, first 
cracking each nut with a mallet Add 
water enough to cover the nuts apd 
leave for a fortnight, etlrrlng twice each 
day. Drain off the liquor Into a preserv¬ 
ing kettle and cover tho nuts with boiling 
vinegar. Cruel*, now to a pulp and drain 
through a coaroo strainer Into Che kettle 
with the water.

Creamed Lobster.

Select a lobster weighing about two 
pounds, boil about ten minutes and ex¬ 
tract the meat Cut the meat Into pieoea 
of uniform size, or as nearly uniform as 
they can be made. Melt a large table- 
spoonful or butter In a saucepan, add a 
tablespoonful of flour, and. when stirred 
smooth, put In a teaepoonfu! of salt, a 
gaueroua pinch of cayenne pepper, a pint 
of scalding milk and a pinch of sods, and 
cook until thle sauce begins to thicken, 
stirring constantly. Add the lobster and 
a tablespoonful of catsup just as the lob¬ 
ster Is taken from the fire.

Twenty, However, Fail To 
Vote For Measure. 


Two Democrats Join With 
the Majority. 


THE VOTE 195 TO 183. 


Washington, July 31.—The Houm to¬ 
night adopted the conference report on 
tfce tariff bill, 195 to 183. The Repub¬ 
licans shrieked In th*lr delight over the 
(Inal outcome, and Chairman l’zyn* 
was the central figure flf an admiring 
and congratulatory crowd of col¬ 
league *, 

Twenty Republicans voted agalnsi 
the report and two Democrats for It. 

The Republicans who voted against 
the adoption of the report were: 

Representatives Carey <Wls). Davis 
(Minn), Gronno. (N. D). Haugen 

(Iowa). Hubbard (Iowa), Kelfer (O.), 
Kendall (Iowa). Levroot <Wt*'.). Lind¬ 
bergh (Minn.), Mann (III). Miller 
(Minn). Murdock (Kas ). Nelson (WHO, 
Nye (Minn), Poindexter (Wash.). 
South wick (S. Y.). Steenerson (Minn ). 
Stevens (Minn ). Volstead (Minn.) and 
Woods (Iowa). 

The Democrats who voted for the rf 
post were Representatives Broussard 
and Estopinal, of L^ulMana. 

The vote was the climax of an 
eleven-hour session, conductod through 
most oppressive heal, hut notwith¬ 
standing It was enlivened by a dozen 
or more speeches of more or less fiery 
nature. The temperature did not de¬ 
ter a vast throng from going to the 
Capitol to witness the closing scones. 

The day opened with what appeared 
to he part of an organized filibuster 
against the conference report, when 
Mr. Mondell, of Wyoming, demanded 
the reading of the lengthy docurneni. 
This proceeded for about an hour and 
a half, when with about two-thirds 
remaining to be read, Mr. Mon dell per¬ 
mitted the debate to go on.

Payne Defend* Report. 


Chairman Payne defended the re¬ 
port and appealed to his Republican 
colleagues to support it, prophesying 
at th* time that when the bill was 
enacted Into law it would meet with 
the approval of the country. 

Mr. Clark, the minority loader. ,\nd 
many of his colleagues denounced the 
bill and criticised Republicans for fall¬ 
ing, as they alleged, to revise tbe tariff 
downward., and thus keep their party 
promises.

Mr. Clark submitted a table 
which he said was approximately cor¬ 
rect. showing, according to Mr. Clark, 
that the average rate of the report Is 
1.71 per cent, higher than the average 
rate of the Dingley law If scores of 
new items In the report, but not In the 
Dingley law. were added. Mr. Clark said 
the average Increase would be at least 
2 per cent.

Bold Perversion of Facta.

"Than the President’s rewpont and 
his Jealousy of hi* own fame Impelled 
him to honestly’ desire a tariff law 
which wrajld at least meamiireably re¬ 
deem W* own and his party's arrte- 
eleotion promise for a downward re- 
vlMnn of the tariff will be readily con¬ 
ceded by every’ candid Republican."

President Deceived. 


Perhaps the most sensational speech 
of all was by Mr. Mann, of Illinois, Re¬ 
publican. who said he would vote 
against the report provided the rates 
on pulp and print paper as reduced 
by the House were not retained, lie 
denounced that particular schedule and 
he declared that Canada would take 
such action regarding pulp wo«h! and 
print paper as to place an almost pro¬ 
hibitory price upon pnpsr In this coun¬ 
try. 

At 9:07 p. m. the House, with the 
conference report ready t> be roes- 
ilgtd to the Senate action, adjourned 
until Monday noon. 

When the House began considera¬ 
tion of the conference report on the 
tariff bill to-day Chairman Payne met 
with obstruction at tbe hands of a Re¬ 
publican Insurgent, Mr. Mondell, of 
Wyoming, who refused unanimous con¬ 
sent of the reading of the statement of 
the conferees in lieu of the report. 

• • • 

Rule Resolution By Dalzeli. 


Mr. Clark said that he has been de¬ 
ceived by tariff expert* and near ex¬ 
ports as to this conference report be¬ 
ing a downward revision In any reason¬ 
able sense of the term can, I think, 
be demonstrated. 

Mr. Clark aald If the President could 
secure reduction* on a few articles In 
a week. If he had begun sooner he could 
have accomplished far more, because it 
Is much eaaler to influence a man’s 
opinion upon any subject before be has 
publicly Asserted it than after. 

"Certainly. Mr. Chairman Payne's 
statement Is one of the most deceptive 
documents ever submitted to the gaze 
of men," aaid Mr. Clark. I do not 
charge him with Intentional deception, 
but he. too. ha* been deceived by 
sleight-of-hand performers in arith¬ 
metic. 

‘Clearly, the statement Is Intended 
to convey the Impression that the de¬ 
creases In the report, when Compared 
with the Increases, are as 14.978.122.124 
to $852,612,525.

Fallacious Reasoning. 


Mr. Dsltell (Pa.), from tbe Commit¬ 
tee on Rules, presented a resolution 
providing that no provision in the bill 
should b*i subject to a point of order, 
and that general debate should con¬ 
tinue not later than 8 o'clock to-night, 
whereupon the conference report should 
be voted upon. 

In explanation of the rule regarding 
points of ord-w. Mr. Dnlsell said that It 
was made necessary by the action of 
the conferee* in creating entirely new 
rates on leather and leather goods. 

Answering a query by Mr. Clark 
(Mo ), Mr. Dalsell declared :he»*e xvaa no 
Item In the report on xx’hlch the rate 
was higher than the maximum rate In 
either the House or Senate bill on the 
same Item. 

Mr Dalzeli urged the adoption of the 
report. Ho said the hill did not satis¬ 
fy him. hut he believed It to bo the duty 
of Congrera to act and lhua relieve the 
business situation. Minority Leader 
Clark regretted that boots, shoos and 
harness were not put lit the free list, 
while hides had been.

I know of my own knowledge that the 
thing was In his mJnd many months be¬ 
fore he was Inaugurated, and that before 
his inauguration he had sought the ad- 
vl 9 <> of many well known economists 
upon the question. 

Objection* to the tax of l per cent, 
upon the net earnings of corporation* 
have been many, the speaker admitted, 
but he submitted that they have com* 
from thos* Interested In the corpora¬ 
tions.

APPROPRIATIONS BY SENATE 

Auto* Provided For the Vice Presi¬ 
dent and Speaker. 

Washington, July 31.—Provision wa* 
mode for the administration of the new 
tariff law by the adoption by tbe Sen¬ 
ate to-day of numerous amendments to 
the urgent deficiency appropriation bill 
which was passed. 

In addition to the salaries for Judges 
and other officials and employe* of the 
New United States Court of Custom* 
Appeals, the Senate appropriated $100,- 
000 to aid the State Department In 
making commercial treaties. $100,000 to 
pay the expenses of the advisory board 
which will assist the President in car¬ 
rying out the duties Imposed upon him 
by the maximum and minimum provis¬ 
ion and $100,000 to defray the expense* 
of a bureau which will enforce ttie col¬ 
lection of the new corporation tax. 

Amendments were adopted appropri¬ 
ating $6,000 each for automobiles or 
other vehicles to he used by the Vice 
President and the Speaker of the 
House. After a long discussion, the 
Senate voted to reduce the salaries of 
the Judges of the new Customs Court to 
the amount received by Judges, of Unit¬ 
ed States Circuit Courts. Salaries of the 
Government attorneys who will try 
customs cases al so we re reduced.

Some Automobile Drivers Display 
Alarming Ignorance Regarding 
the Rules of the Road. 


ABOUT CALCIUM CHLORIDE. 


ERCHANTS of Indianapolis 
have avt their neal of % ap¬ 
proval on the Indianapolis 
motor speedway and the city 
^111 be dressed up In gala attire to 
greet pie horde* * of dusty pilgrim* that 
are bound to wend their way to the 
great event that la to mark a new 
•pooh in the automobile racing indus¬ 
try 

The speedway colors, white, green 
and dark brown, will adorn the win¬ 
dows of the trailing store* and every 
effort will be made to Impress the out¬ 
sider with the fact that Indianapolis 
Is a Hve city. The colors of tihe speed¬ 
way have been selected with the idea 
of being symbolical of the course, 
which when completed will be a dark 
brown from the oil. sand and taroid 
that wlU form the surface. The build¬ 
ings are all painted white With green 
roofs. while the grass forme another 
mantle of the same hue. 

The speedway is almost completed 
and cans are now making fast time over 
its surface. A motorcycle one day test 
week mode a mHe well under a minute, 
using two miles of the completed outer 
track. 

The contractors will finish their work 
sooner than expected and the track 
will be ready for use August 8. Instead 
of August 10. as fret planned. The 
timing device th«U Is to be Installed U 
unlike any other timer in the world. 
Instead of recording the time when the 
car paves over the wlno It will be re¬ 
corded when the car parses under the 
wire. It Is the most costly device ever 
constructed for ttmlng motorcars 

One of the Important events that will 
take place in Indianapolis during the 
races will be the roo ting of the contest 
board of the American automobile 
fnanufactu re ret 

The leading manufacturers of the 
United .States will gather there and 
amend the new rules for 1910. Practi¬ 
cally the heads of every important fac¬ 
tory building motorcars will be in that 
dry. The leading officials of the Amor, 
loin Automobile Association will act 
as officers. 

Announcement was made by the 
speedway management last week 
that Uhe Stoddart-Dayton company, of 
Dayton, would send ten entries. These 
cars will compete In ail the events 
In which they are eligible and said to 
comprise the I unrest number of mo- 
chtnes ever ervierod by a manufact¬ 
urer In a racing meet. These entries 
bring the total number hated up to 
twenty-nine Seventy-five machines 
sre expected.

Do automobillsts understand the rule* 
of the road? This question has been 
brought prominently before many auto¬ 
mobile clubs within the last few days 
In view of the Increasing number of 
Occidents, some resulting In fatalities 
both to motorists and other users of 

the highways. 

In many cases there accidents have 
been due either to Ignorance of tht 
ordinary rules of the road or to the 
supreme cartl cranes* of automobile 
drivers In Ignoring the flmple regula¬ 
tions that conduce to safety. So flig- 
raht has this tendency to recklessness 
become. In spifp of the effort# beln? 
n>ad* by the leading clubs throughout 
the country to co-operate with city anj 
couaty officials in observing the legal 
regulations, that a word of warning 
has teen sounded by President Lewis 
R. Speare, of the American Au.crnu- 
blle Assoclatlm, and his endeavors to 
control the present wave of reckloss- 
ness have been seconded by tne QUiSr 
officers and chairmen of the various 
A. A. A boards. 

''Many of the recent deplorable acci¬ 
dents might have been avoided by the 
observance of the simple read rub s and 
none driving.*' said President Speare. 
•'There Is also too much recklessness In 
crossing railroad and surface ur l nej. 
aa well as passing electric cars In city 
streets when pbesergora are alighting 
Again, many motorists In de-ca.^d ng 
hills, oven if not very long or steep 
nnes, persist in keeping practically th«r 
full power of their motor on. if more 
motorists would throttle down the en¬ 
gine r-r totally disengage It whil • de¬ 
scending a hill the number of ncold n <« 
from this source would b-* material y 
decreased When the. motorists sud¬ 
denly finds hJmself In a rt?ht p. «ce 
while descending a hill under full pow¬ 
er or even partially so and he los** 
control of his car. It Is the most natural 
thing In the world to attribute the dlf- 
>flculty to the failure of the steering 


gear to work properly, whereas th*»re 
would probably have been no troub*e 
at all were the machine allowed to 
coast down gradually under Its own 
momentum/* 

• • • 

8ome of the ordinary rules of the 
road, which every motorist ought to 
know by heart and invariably observe, 
are; 

1. Keep to the right when overtaken 
by a passing automobile or other ve¬ 
hicle going in the same direction. 

2. Keep to the left when about to 
pass another vehicle going In the same 
direction: In other words, the auldmo- 
bllist should pass another veblc e go¬ 
ing In the same direction on the left- 
hand side. 

3 Pass to the right when meeting a 
vehicle moving In the opposite direc¬ 
tion. 

Among the clubs that have recently 
aroused to renewed activity toward 
preventing this .widespread tendency to 
recklessness are the automohlle Clubs 
of Cleveland, Rochester and Syracuse. 
A vigilance committee has Just been 
appointed by the Rochester Club* 
whose object Is to deal expressly with 
members and chauffeurs who persist¬ 
ently exhibit recklessness And careless¬ 
ness In driving, and a vigorous cam¬ 
paign is also to be waged against au- 
tolsts carrying fictitious numbers. 

President VV. F. Bonnell. of the 
Cleveland Automobile Club, has Issued 
a general letter to all of thb members 
calling their attention to the fact that 
the city ordinances are being violated 
ever>' day. So flagrant has this be¬ 
come that the Chief of Police of Cleve¬ 
land has ordered that bulletins shall be 
Issued every forty-eight hours giving 
the numbers of cars which have been 
recklessly operated. President Don¬ 
nell requests the members to co-oper¬ 
ate with the officials toward suppress¬ 
ing this evil. 

••Co-oporatlon In this,” he says. **wUl 
be helpful to the automobile manufac¬ 
turers. the Individual owner of a car 
and to citizens In general.*'

In the recent Coupe des Volturettea. 
France's small car race, calcium chlo¬ 
ride. Instead of oil or tar. was used as 
a duet layer with such seccess that It 
will probably displace the other prep¬ 
arations for similar purposes In that 
country In the future. So far as 
known, this Is the first time in the his¬ 
tory of automobile racing that caltlum 
chloride has been tried, although Its 
value for the purpose has long been 
understood! 

The u^e of calcium chloride Is not 
common In this country*, although tt Is 
employed In some communities. It is 
cheap and efficacious and a dust pre¬ 
ventive. Last fall, at the Good Roads 
Convention, held In Buffalo, the meth¬ 
od of application and Its effect were 
shown to the Improved highway en¬ 
thusiasts. who agreed generally as to 
Its worth. 

For Illustration, and because It Is 
particularly valuable where dwellings 
are adjacent, a section of road In the 
residential district of Buffalo was 
treated. The calclde was applied from 
a two-horse waiter cart outfit fitted 
with a garden hose attachment. The 
40 per cent, calclde had been shipped 
from Syracuse In a tank car. 

After being mixed with water, 110 
gallons of calclde with 490 gallons of 
water, the resultant solution was ap¬ 
plied to the roads, the amount cover¬ 
ing 1,900 square yards of road surface. 
A few days later & second similar ap¬ 
plication was made and the road was 
pronounced In condition for use. with 
a coat of water now and then for not 
less than three weeks, when another 
application would be necessary. 

The cost of application. Including 
team hire, was three-tenths of one 
cent a square yard for one application. 
Allowing for the treatments during the 
season the cost for a square yard 
should not he greater than three centa 
With an allowance of one cent for In¬ 
cidental expenses and whatever water¬ 
ing Is necessary, the cost of four centa 
for the entire reason should be ample. 
A cart fitted with thriBM&Jd* process. 
It Is claimed, will treat 19/Jbo square 
yards a day. and average S80.000 square 
yards a month, caring for that ar*a 
regularly. The calcium chloride has 
no odor. Is staJnless. and has no harm¬ 
ful effect on horses' feet, leather or 
rubber tires. 

• • • 

Drivers tn the Coupe dei Volturettea 
were unanimously of the opinion that 
calcium chloride la an effective dust 
preventive, free from any obnoxious 
features, according to the European 
edition of the Herald. Until this oc¬ 
casion raci* circuits In France havo In¬ 
variably been treated with a coating 
of tar. applied In various ways, but 
always with the same*re*u!t of causing 
the drivers to suiter severely with their 
eyes. 

No generally accepted explanation 
has been forthcoming ns to the cause 
of this suffering, but the effect has 
been obvloue. drivers In some of the 
important races of the last few year* 
having been so severely attacked that 
they had to be led away, blinded and 
In fearful pain, to receive medical treat¬ 
ment. 

M. Guippone. the winner of the small 
car race, asked if he had suffered from 
the duet, laughingly replied that be felt 
all right. ,, what have they done to the 
road, anyway? Put calcium chloride 
on It? Well, there was certainly no 
dust, and 1 do not look any the worse 
for njy ride, do I?** and the sturdy lit¬ 
tle driver looked up from the engine 
which he was dismounting with a face 
which was slightly splashed with oil 
and on which a little dust had settled, 
but which was free from traces of pain 

M. Thomas, the winner of the third 
prize, replied; "You can see for your¬ 
self that calcium chloride Is 'all right.' 
My eyes are as good as when I start¬ 


ed. and a* far as I am Aware, all the 
other drivers are In like condition/* 

"The course was sprinkled only last 
night." said M. Faroux. "and. as you 
can see, it Is abeolotely dust less and 
will remain so for about a month. The 
.treatment wo gave It was naturally the 
least expon*Ue one. for w« are only in¬ 
terested In keeping down the dust for 
one tiny: but If the road had been done 
thoroughly and received three sprink¬ 
lings it would have remained dustlcsa 
for at least six months. 

"Calcium chloride has advantages 
over tar In every respect. It 1* perfect¬ 
ly harmless to the eyes, tires and ioach- 
work and clothln^ and the process of 
sprinkling causes no Inconvenience to 
users of tho road- It would have been 
necessary to lay tar a few weeks In ad. 
vance and to close each portion of the 
road for a few* days until the coating 
had dried. We were able to do the 
sprinkling a few hours before the start 
of the race and to have an absolutely 
dustless road to-day. 

"It Is slightly cheaper than tar. but 
as Its effects are not so lasting there 
Is probably very little difference in the 
cost of the two processes. We placed 
our contract with a Belgium firm, which 
sprinkled ten tons of calcium chloride 
on the course at a cost of 88f. a ton. 
The sprinkling Is done at the rate of 
thirty grammes to the square meter. 
The only objection that I can find 
against calcium chloride Is that Its ef¬ 
fect Is nullified by very heavy rain. But 
this did not affect us. for If there had 
been heavy rain the road would not 
have needed any anti-dust preparation. 
It Is an objection, however, which has 
n certain value where It Is desired that 
the treatment shall be permanent, or at 
any rate as permanent as poelble. 

• • • 

We were certain of having a road 
which would be duatless and not blind 
the drivers, and for our purp°*® there 
was no comparison possible between 
tar and calcium chloride. For some 
reason or other this treatment of race 
courses has not gained favor In Ftancc, 
but after our experience of to-day there 
Is no doubt that it Is infinitely better 
than the more commonly employed tar/' 

A look at the men os they camo into # 
the ''pesage/' confirmed this. for In not 
a single case did they even ask for 
water to bathe their eyes, and the 
services of a doctor were not wanted 
anywhere. It was noticed that the 
English drivers had provided them¬ 
selves with face masks, as used In the 
big races last year, but they were never 
worn, and before the end of the race 
one of the Englishmen was running 
without goggles and suffered no U1 ef¬ 
fect 

At the start of the race there was a 
heavy fog. and a dampness which would 
have a slight Influence in settling the 
dust, but before the race had been on 
an hour It hAd changed to a bright sun. 
with a strong wind that would have 
lifted up any dust If any had been 
loos* on the road. 

For reasons of economy alone about 
ten kilometers of the course In tho open 
country had not been treated In any 
wsy, and at these places there was a 
certain amount of duet. Near the 
grandstands and on all the other por¬ 
tions treated with calcium chloride the 
surface appeared as If it had been 
damped, and retained Its dampness. 
There was a small amount of dust In 
the stands, but It was provided by the 
•oft s^nd sandy nature or the soil at that 
place and the strong wind from the 
northwest. 

M. Charles Faroux. an automobile ex¬ 
pert and one of the organisers of the 
race, declared that calcium chloride had 
been selected because of Its known ef¬ 
fectiveness and the ease with which It 
could be applied to the road surface. 

• • • 

Fourteen cars have already been 
promised for competition In a 1.500- 
mlle tour, to be known as the Munaey 
Reliability Contest, from Washington 
to Boston and return late In September 
of this year Trophies will be award¬ 
ed for three classes—touring cars, 
miniature tonneaus and touring run¬ 
abouts. The tour will bo run under 
the sanction snd rules of the American 
Automobile Association. 

While the route has not yet been 
mapped %ut It will be approximately as 
follows: Washington to Baltimore, 

Philadelphia, Milford via Delaware 
Water Gap. Albany and Springfield to 
Boston Returning the route will He 
from Boston through New York. Phila¬ 
delphia and Baltimore to Washington. 
A two-day stop will probably be made 
at Boston. 

• • • 

More than 1.000 miles, much of the 
way over desert sands, havo Just been 
covered by H. V. Haley and a party 
of San Antonio in a tour in Southwest¬ 
ern Texas In a motorcar. The car la 
propelled by an air-cooled engine. As 
there was no water to be had. even 
that for drinking being carried, Mr. 
Haley believes that an automobile with 
a water-cooled motor would never have 
been able to penetrate that region. Of 
his experience he say#: 

"This trip consisted of a Journey of 
over 1,000 miles, through sand, mud 
and over broken country, through 
which. It Is my opinion, no water- 
cooled car could have followed me. 
Tho weather was extremely hot, and 
there was absolutely no water on the 
way; we were compelled to carry our 
drinking water In Jugs." 

• • • 

Among the Interesting features of 
the start of the GUdden tour Just end¬ 
ed was the presentation of an Ameri¬ 
can flag to Chairman Hower, of the 
tour committee, to be carried on the 
official car on the trip. The presenta¬ 
tion oofo the flag was made by Mrs. E. 
H. Hower. of Cleveland, a niece of 
Chairman Hower and a bride of a few 
weeks. The presentation was attended 
with the greatest enthusiasm, particu¬ 
larly when Chairman Hower implanted 
a kiss on the lips of his fair niece.

Boy of Eighteen Takes the 
Coveted Western Amateur 
Championship. 


YOUNGEST PLAYER ENTERED. 


Referee Bandelow Penalizes Evans 
For knocking SeckeUs Ball 
Away From the Hole. 


SPLENDID MATCH ALL WAY. 


F LOSSMORE. IB. July 31—Charles 
Evans. Jr., of Exmoor, the 
youngest player who ever entered 
the tournament, won the Western 
golf championship by defeating Albert 
Seckel. of Riverside, by 1 up In a thrill¬ 
ing 36-hole match at the Homewood Coun- 
try Club to-day. Out of a field of twelve 
starters It remained for Evans, who Is 
barely over IS years of age. to capture 
the greatest amateur golf honors of the 
West. 

Evans piled up a comfortable lead in 
the morning round of 13 holes, as he 
was 4 up at luncheon. In the afternoon 
Beckel came back strong and reduced 
Evans' lesd to 1 up with the assistance 
of s penalisation by Referee Tom Ban¬ 
delow. Had It not been for this penalisa¬ 
tion Evans would have won the match on 
the seventeenth green by 2 up and 1 to 
play. 

This was the flmt penalty ever Inflicted 
by an official In the Western Golf Asso¬ 
ciation event. The unfortunate Incident 
occurred oh the eleventh green after 
Evans had holed out In four. Socket's 
bull lay within half a root of the hole 
and as Evans reached down to take hi# 
ball out of the cup he knocked Seekers 
ball away, thus conceding him the put 
and a half In four Referee Bandelow 
Immediately awarded the hole to Seckel 
because of Evanr disregard of the West¬ 
ern Gold Association rules prohibiting 
Uie conceding of the putts. The same 
thing hau been done in the morning 
round with Bandelow present, bat he had 
apparently taken no notice of It. 

The morning round was a procession for 
Evans until the fifteenth hole. In # the 
first nine Evans won six holes and the 
other three were halved. The tenth ana 
eleventh were halved and Evans won 
the twelfth, making his lead 7 up. After 
halving the next two holes Seckel won 
the fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth 
and halved the eighteenth, giving Evans 
u lead of 4 up. Evans played the morn¬ 
ing round in a brilliant 74. while deckel 
took a leisurely 80. 

After the eighth hole Seckel picket] up, 
and for the remainder of thp match 
played better golf than Evans. 

On the fifteenth Heckel started on the 
wearisome task of cutting down Evans' 
big lead. On his drive Evans was stymied 
by three and was forced to chop his ball 
out. Seckel used S putts to get a five, 
and Evans missed a fourteen-Inch putt 
for a half, losing the hole. The sixteenth 
also went to Seckel. 5-6. and Evans’ poo r 
approach gave Seckel the seventeenth. 3-4. 
The eighteenth was halved In four giving 
15v»na a lead of 4 up at the end of the 
morning round.

4-6, On the eleventh came the 
penalisation of Evans by Referee Rende-

MILITARY MEN IMPRESSED 


Say Aeroplane’s Value In War Is No 
Longer a Question. 

Washington, July 31. .— Orville 
Wright’s great flight last evening. In 
which he took Lieut. Benjamin D 
Foulois over the ten-mile course from 
Fort Myer to Alexandria and return at 
a speed of more than forty-two miles 
an nour, has made a deep impression 
oh the army and navy officials. They 
con Lend that the accomplishment of the 
cross-country flight demonstrated the 
availability of the aeroplane for use in 
warfare. 

Although they were there for tho 
purpose of timing the aeroplane as it 
crossed and recrosaed the mark, the of¬ 
ficers stationed at Shuler's Hill, the 
southern end of the course, were taken 
by surprise when the aeroplane was 
discovered flying In their direction. The 
manner In which the flying machine 
wa* lost to view from Fort Myer and 
thsn tbl rapidity with whhh it re¬ 
turned there after It was sighted above 
the crest of a hill was another hint cl 
the possibilities of the practical use of 
the aeroplane by the army or navy.

It’s Great Advantage. 


"The great advantage of an aero¬ 
plane over a balloon for use In warfare 
Ls that it can fly low over a rough 
country," said Wilbur Wright to-day, 
thus having objects on the ground In 
plain view. Orville demonstrated that 
yesterday. The «peod at which he was 
traveling, with the small exposed sur¬ 
face of the aeroplane, would have 
made him practically safe from the fire 
of the enemy." 

Orville Wright, whose wmorkable 
achievement In flying ucroas a broken 
country through which a height at 
times of over 450 fecit had to be main¬ 
tained. wo* tr.cMrv-d to-day to min¬ 
imise the magnitude of his perform¬ 
ance. He was chiefly concerned with 
wvxtt he might have dooe had he not 
miscalculated the elevation at wrttlch 
he had On round th* slake balloon at 
the ^leraiidria. end of the course.

THIRTEEN THOUSAND BUILD¬ 
INGS DESTROYED IN OSAKA, 
COMMERCIAL CENTER. 


Osaka, Japan. Aug. U —At 6 o'clock 
this morning the terribl* fcontlagratlon 
which ha s reduced to aahes m large por¬ 
tion of this city was under control. 
Up to that hour 13.000 buildings had 
been destroyed. An area four miles 
square was swept by flAmes. 

The Are started at 4 o’clock. A num¬ 
ber of persona were killed and injured. 

Osaka is one of three "Imperial 
cities’* of Japan and. as one of the most 
important manufacturing and commer¬ 
cial cities of the Empire, it snelters al¬ 
most a million people. 

The Buddhist Temples for which the 
City is famous among travelers, cover 
an enormous area. The chief public 
building of Osaka is the Palace, built 
In 15S5. 

The city of Osaka, which in 1903 
had a population of 995,145, is situated 
at the head of the Gulf of Osaka and 
at the mouth of the Yudo river. The 
city covers an area of about eight 
square miles and is intersected with 
canals, there being 1,100 bridges. 

Osaka has 1,900 places of worship 
It is the great commercial center of the 
empire and the headquarters of the rice 
and tea trade; It has arsenals, machine 
shops, steel and glass works, cotton and 
woolen mills. There is a foreign settle¬ 
ment. mostly occupied by missionaries. 

Osaka is across the bay from Kobe 
the great Japanese naval station, and 
not far distant from Kioto, another 
large Japanese commercial city. 

Great Flood In Manchuria. 

Toklo, July 31.—News has reached 
here of a terrible flood In the province 
of Changchun. Manchuria. In the citv 
of Kirin, situated at the head of steam 
navigation on the river Sungari, 223 
miles from Mukden, 1,000 people have 
been drowned and 7,000 houses sub¬ 
merged. The water Is still rising.

OLD “CORNER.” 


How Corn Was Boosted In 
France In Year 1649 


VIGOROUS "BEAR” MEASURES 
USED BY THE KING 


NUMBER OF THOSE INVOLVED 
• HANGED AS RESULT. 


MANY STOCKS CONFISCATED. 


In connection with the recent corner 
In wheat and th* resultant riso in tho 
price. It may k* interesting to know 
how* similar situations were handled 
a few hundred years ago. Take as an 
Illustration an incident oat of me re.*.*, 
of Louis XIV. of France—the "famine 
year" of 1694 Whatever else may ba 
said of "Louis the Grand," he would 
brook no rival when it came to taking 
money from the people, such a* ereat- 
Ing new* taxes, changing the value of 
coin* and levying customs dues, all 
presumably within his kingly preogt- 
tlvc. But when associations of men 
organize* for the purpose of cornering 
the markets It w*aa ».\en that Louis 
"came to The front" a* a protector of 
his "Jenrly ioved *ubjecta' r 

In the famous year referred to. says 
the Kansas City Star, no rain had 
fallen In France for six months, and 
the people w*ere In dire straits. An as¬ 
sociation of Paris merchants formed a 
trust, or monopoly, to corner all the 
available supply of breadstuffs, buying 
cheap and selling to the hungry at a 
high price. The "false and seditious 
reports" referred to were reports sent 
out on the condition of the crops and 
the "world's visible supply." as we say 
to-day Commissioner* were sent out 
to take an inventory of the supply in 
France and to discover those that were 
engaged In the "eomer" on breadstuff*. 
Space forbids going Into details of the 
subsequent trials and hanging of a 
number of those engaged in the cor¬ 
ner, the confiscation of their hoarded 
supply and the soiling of It to the peo¬ 
ple at SO cents a bushel as against the 
former price of gl 10 and 62.60. to 
which the corner had forced it. But 
let the newspaper of that day tell the 
story, quoting from an aid Mercury as 
follow*. 

"Paris, June, 1694.—Sundry Persons 
having mode divers Monopolies to pre¬ 
vent the bringing of Corn and Wheat 
to Paris and by other pernicious Means 
enhanced the Price Just before the 
probability of a Plentiful Harvest, has 
occasioned the Issuance of several De¬ 
crees. The Fear of popular Commo¬ 
tion* throughout the Kingdom has 
caus'd the ensuing Decroa, which was 
Issu'd the 27th:

BETTER THAN HANDCUFF. 


[Popular Mechanic*.] 

A shoe which which will make Impos¬ 
sible the escape of convicts while being 
transported from one point to another has 
been invented by a Californian. The 
Idea came to him after suffering on sev¬ 
eral occasions through the protrusion* of 
hob-nails through the heel of a boot in, 
need of repair 

The derice constat* of a heavy leather 
shoe, with a perforated sole to which is 
attached a second sole of steel plate. 
Jointed so that the whole will betid with 
the usual motion of the toes and foot- 
Rlveted upright to this steel sole are 
sharp spikos. placed In such a position 
that they will enter the perforations of 
the leather sole, but kept from ordinarily 
doing so by crossbars with a series of 
stcei springs on either side. 

The whole contrivance is fastened to 
the prtaloner’s foot by mean* of metn) 
straps, held secure by a padlock With 
the crossbars in position, the prisoner can 
walk in the shoes as in ordinary ones, 
but once lie is placed on a train or other 
conveyance, the officer release* the cross¬ 
bars and locks them in such position that 
they cannot be replaced between tho 
spikes and perforations without a key. 
The only thing that now k»eps the spikes 
from entering the perofrations and goug¬ 
ing Into the criminal’s foot ls the springs. 
These are of sufficient strength to pro¬ 
tect him from harm as long as he Is seat¬ 
ed, but If he stands up nnd attempts to 
walk, the weight of his body compresses 
them enough to make it impossible for 
him to stand the anguish of more than 
a step or two. 

Many deputies are required in a sher¬ 
iff's office solely to convey prisoners from 
the Jail to the State prison, xind grave 
danger of escape Is constantly . present 
when nn attempt 1 * made by one deputy 
to transport more than one prisoner at 
a time. Lf shod In such shoes, several 
prisoner* could he left In charge of but 
one deputy after being placed upon a 
train, without fear of a serious attempt 
to escape. 

THREE HOLES BEAT HER.

FLAN BIG GAME PRESERVE. 


(New Orleans Times-Democrat.) 

A game preserve, four miles broad, be¬ 
tween two and three miles long and 30.000 
acres In extent, will soon be established 
In Washington parish for the scientific 
breeding of deer ana fowl. Arrangements 
with this end in vlaw have been m 
progrt-sa for some time past. Instigated 
and carried on by the State Game Com¬ 
mission. 

The preserve will be the lorgesu one In 
the State, and to it the most important 
experiments In the way of acclimating or 
domesticating birds of other sections of 
the country to this State will be as»lgned. 
Its specialty, perhaps, will be th* breeding 
of deer, and on this branch of ondeavor 
Its earliest work, at least, will center. 
Upon President Miller’s return from To- 
ledo. O.. where he Is now attend.ng the 
convention of the American Fisheries So- 
ciety. he will negotiate with the Govern¬ 
ment for the transportation of at least 
fifty deer from North Carolina, the ma¬ 
jority of them to be does. This number 
will be supplemented by native deer, and 
it ta thought that the propagation of these 
animals along lines directed to insure th* 
production of fawns of physique capable 
of enduring Louisiana climatic vicissi¬ 
tudes. may be successfully conducted 

The tract Is particularly suitable for the 
varied lines of work which win be pur¬ 
sued. It extends from the Bogue Chttto 
branch of»the Great Northern railroad to 
Pearl River, and In topography is of mis. 
cellftneou* classification—woodland and 
open, rolling lands and plateaus, high¬ 
lands and lowlands, hills and swamp*. Its 
already abundant faunal resource* will ba 
materially added to. but the additions will 
consist of the special varieties to be tott¬ 
ed Inspector . J. Thompson and Game 
Warden E L. Magee will have charge 
of the place, and tho former, it is ex¬ 
pected. will arrange to procure the neet'-d 
specimens. California topknot quail. 
Chinese pheasants from Oregon, wild tur¬ 
keys ond other kinds of gumo will bo in¬ 
cluded in its stock.

SMOKELESS WARSHIPS.

The possibility of the adoption of in¬ 
ternal combuslon engine* for the psopul- 
ilon of battleships has been dlacusted 
pro and con for the past two year* by 
naval experts on both fide* of the At¬ 
lantic.

If the»report* are correct, the vessel U 
designed for a speed of 29 mile* an hour, 
and will carry an armament of 12 guns 
of 13.6-Inch caliber, firing projectiles of 
1,600 pound* weight, capable of piercing 
32 inches of armor at a distance of 9.000 
feet.
